THOSE ANTI-TRUST LAWS. 


Considerable uneasiness was felt in 
certain quarters, especially in the 
State of Missouri, as a result of the 
passage of the sweeping laws framed in 
deference to a popular prejudice 
against trusts and combinations of 
capital of every grade and description. 
So unreasoning had this popular 
clamor for restrictive legislation be- 
come that the representatives of the 
various political parties in the State 
Legislatures vied with each other in 
their endeavors to present the most 
stringent law that could be framed, 
which at the same time could be up- 
held on constitutional grounds. The 
laws passed, therefore, were prompted 
by political expediency, the framers 
having little regard for the conse- 
quences, and caring less whether they 
would ever be enforced. Under just 
such conditions was the Missouri anti- 
trust law framed and passed. At first 
the law was regarded with some ap- 
prehension of possible trouble on 
the part of those who were 
supposed to come within the 
reach of the letter of this law, 
a law which, by the way, has been ac- 
cepted as a model by other States. As 
the matter was more closely studied, 
however, the feeling of alarm passed 
away, giving place to consciousness of 
security and to confidence in the lgality 
of the enterprises and combinations 
which the law was supposed to menace. 
Since the passage of the law the largest 
and most important combination inthe 
State has been formed, but we have 
thus far learned of no attemp$ to en- 
forée the law on the basis of its inter- 
pretation by the political jobbers who 
caused its passage and as accepted by 
their prejudiced constituents. Emi- 
nent legal authorities have examined 
its provisions carefully and critically, 
and have given opinions almost unani- 
mous in expression that the class of 
enterprises popularly believed to be 
under the law’s ban are not affected 
This is direct confirmation of the 
view expressed by us when comment- 
ing on the passage of the Missouri 
anti-trust law in our issue of May 29, 
and we suggest that our readers turn 
to that article for an exposition of the 
law and the opinion there given. It is 
an old and accepted truism that 
‘** those statutes which comprehend all 
things in the letter extend to but few 
things,” and this sweeping condemna- 
tion usually defeats the purposes the 
law is (or supposed to be) intended to 
fulfill. Notwithstanding that the law 
provides that the prosecutor shall re- 
ceive a generous part of the penalties 
inflicted under the law no prosecutions 
have followed, and it is not to be sup- 
posed that Missouri is wanting in legal 
sharks to take advantage of an oppor- 
tunity to air their legal acumen and 
increase their assets under such a law 
did they regard it at all probable that 
its provisions could be enforced.

WINDUW GLASS POTS VS. TANKS. 


Within the past month the price of 
domestic window glass has ad- 
vanced fifteen per cent. above the pre- 
vious quotations. That the advance was 
warranted and necessary is conceded, 
and it is quite probable that the ad- 
vance will not stop here, as even at 
the present prices the business is not 
as profitable to the manufacturers as 
they could desire, and as there is an un- 
usually large demand for the product, 
which comes at a time when the trade 
by means of more intimate organiza- 
tion is better prepared to take advan- 
tage of the situation, it is reasonable 
to believe that the most will be made of 
the opportunity. 

The upward movement has given oc- 
casion for a renewal of the gossip re- 
garding the affairs of window glass 
manufactures, which the settlement of 
the wage question brought to a tem- 
porary end a month ago. One of the 
favorite topics of discussion in the va- 


rious journals taking note of glass in- 
















the plaintiffs to other suits, but 
by common consent this action was 
made a test case, upon the results of 
which the other litigants were pre- 
pared to rest their claims.

terests is the relative merits of tank 
and pot furnaces for the production of 
glass. There has beena general dispo- 
sition to condemn the tank, and it has 
been repeatedly asserted that it was 
impossible to make good glass in that 
kind of furnace. That, however, is 
the experience with all innovations 
which threaten to displace old-fash- 
ioned and more laborious methods, and 





a good deal of the talk against tanks 
may be put down to prejudice. So 
long as the opponents of the tank fur- 
nace confined their criticisms to the 
new American enterprises they could 
have little effect, as it could hardly be 
expected that such ventures would im- 
mediately prove successful. 

For some time past, however, reports 
have been circulated, the effect of 
which, if they are confirmed, will cause 
consternation among those manufac- 
turers who have made arrangements 
to change their pot furnaces into 
tanks, and cause the trade generally to 
look with suspicion on all tank glass. 
These reports, which have become 
more frequent and more pronounced 
within a week, are, in substance, that 
the Belgian window glass manufac- 
turers, who were the first to use tank 
furnaces, are now compelled toabandon 
them and return to their pots, for the 
reason that the invariably poor glass 
turned out by the former has caused 
them the loss of much trade, particu- 
larly with the consumers of this coun- 
try who before the introduction of 
tanks gave the preference to Belgian 
glass because of its superior quality. 
This is one side of the story, the 
other side being given by a prominent 
American importer who recently spent 
some time among the Belgian factories. 
While there he heard no complaints 
and saw nothing to indicate that the 
tank furnace was losing favor; on the 
contrary extensive preparations were 
being made to build more tanks. 

If the tank furnace is in time to 
entirely supplant pots in the manu 
manufacture of glass, it 1s only natur- 
al, perhaps, that those whose interests 
will be adversely affected by the 
change should use their best exertions 
to create the impression among con- 
sumers that good glass can only be 
made in pots. The fact that a con- 
siderable proportion of the glass turned 
out by the newer tanks has not been 
up to the standard gives an appear- 
ance of justice to their strictures. So 
long as glass can be made cheaper by 
the tank process than by the old me- 
thod, and the quality is satisfactory to 
the consumer, there is no danger that 
the tanks will not be given the oppor- 
tunity to show what they are really 
capable of doing. 
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CELERY SEED FREE OF DUTY. 


A ease of considerable interest to the 
drug and spice trades was settled last 
week in the United States Circuit 
Court for this district. Under a rul- 
ing of the Treasury Department made 
many years ago, all celery seed im- 
ported into this country was made du- 
tiable at twenty per cent. ad valorem, 
as garden seed. The department 
reached its conclusion on a line of 
reasoning that the celery plant was 
raised from the seed, and thata:; the 
plant was a garden product the seed 
must of necessity be classed as a gar- 
den seed, and was dutiable as such. 
The importers, however, took a differ- 
ent view, and as long ago as 1884 en- 
tered protest against payment of the 
duty. Atthe same time several suits 
were entered against the Government 
by as many importers for a refund of 
duties paid under the protest. 

It was not until last week that these 
cases were reached on the calender of 
the United States Circuit Court. The 
first case to be called was that of a 
prominent importing firm, whose in 
terest in the matter was perhaps 
not as great as that of some of 





flavoring pickles and in the manufac- 
ture of celery salt, a very small per 
centage of the whole being used in 
some medicinal preparations. 
further contended by the plaintiffs 
that it was not known as a garden 
seed and in fact was not suited to that 


It was 


purpose, as it was too carelessly pre- 


pared for the market to retain its fer- 
tility. Moreover, it was asserted, no 
gardener or farmer would buy such 
seed when it was necessary that they 
should be assured of the variety and 
other necessary qualifications of the 
plant before putting the seed in the 
soil. The court upheld the plaintiff's 
view and decided that the seed should 
be admitted free of duty. Therefore, 
unless the case is appealed by the 
Government, all duties that have been 
paid under protest since suit was 
entered will have to be returned to 
the importers.

HIGH PRICED SARSAPARILLA. 
Within the past few weeks an im- 





portant movement has taken place in 


Honduras sarsaparilla, the result of 
which is to once more concentrate in 
second hands theavailable spot supply 
of the root. This stock, which is esti- 
mated to be about one-half of an aver- 
age supply,is divided between three 
holders, most of it, however, being 
controlled by one jobber. The move- 
ment of which this concentration of the 
stock is the result, was based on the 
fact that the bulk of the season’s 
shipments from the primary markets 
has been received here, while the con- 
suming season is just opening. 

The stock being thus controlled, the 
holders have advanced their quota- 
tions to figures much above the prices 
asked under normal conditions of sup- 
ply and demand, but as buyers are not 
yet educated up to the advance the 
holders of the stock have not yet be- 
gun to realize the advantages of their 
position. To the latter additional 
strength is given by the fact that there 
has been a marked falling off in ship- 
ments from the producing points this 
year as compared with previous sea- 
sons, and that unless there are some 
unexpected additions made to the 
stock the present holders will not only 
be able to get the full prices now de- 
manded, but will be ina position to 
demand much higher figures. There 
is a possibility that additional supplies 
will be forthcoming, an indication 
pointing in this direction being, it is 
stated, the recent shipment to this 
market of something over a hundred 
bales of sarsaparilla including three of 
the leading brands, the receipt of 
which may shake the stability of the 
market, particularly if supplemented 
by further arrivals. It is altogether 
possible that the present controllers of 
the spot supply will not allow this 
fresh stock to come on the market if 
they can prevent it, and unless receipts 
in the near future should be much 
heavier than there is now any reason 
to expect, the prospects are that the 
market will rule strong for some time 
to come.

MUTUAL FIRE INSURANCE. 


The Daily Commercial Bulletin of 
this city runs an insurance department 
in the interest of insurance companies, 
and whatever it says upon this subject 
is, therefore, from their standpoint. 
This explanation makes clear the ani- 
mus of the following extract from a 
recent issue of our contemporary; 
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The wholesale druggists have raised all but 
$15,000 of the sum needed to keep the Drug- 
gists’ Mutual Insurance ‘ ompany on its feet, 
and at the convention the matter was finally 
disposed of by the »ppointment of a commit- 
tee—one each from the principal cities of the 
country—to secure the required amount, The 
total insurance written by the Druggists’ 
Mutual from September 3, 1888, to October 1, 
1889, was $2,288,434 87, the total premiums being 
$33,822 97. The total losses paid from Septem- 
ber 3, 1888, to October 1, 1889, were $61,146 98. 
Of that amount, on drug and allied business, 
$56,298 27 was paid, and in other lines, $4,857 71. 

The druggists have braced the company up 
in hopes of keeping their fire insurance rates 
down. How fallacious this idea is becomes 
apparent when one commenc:s to estimate 
h e large amount of insurance required on 
this dangerous class of stock, and considers 
how few represented companies will write 
these risks, even for accommodation lines 
The Druggiste’ Mutual can only write a com- 
paratively small line, which is but a drop in 
the bucket in most cases. If the wholesale 
druggists believe that their company, how- 
ever faithfully and valiantly they may stand 
by it, is now or will ever be a disciplining fac- 
tor in underwriting, they have been grossly 
deceived. It can simply fix the rate on its 
own line, and if its policies were written at a 
flat rate of ten cents on all such stocks, the 
rates of the other companies would not be re- 
duced one penny. 

It is clear from this article, as it has 
been from the positive action of many 
of the companies of late, that there is 
to be a decided advance in rates on 
drug stocks, which have always been 
overtaxed by the board companies. 
As the Druggists’ Mutual has been 
conducted heretofore, in consequence 
of its small capital, it has not cut much 
of a figure in insurance circles and has 
exerted very little influence. But now 
that the drug trade have shown that 
they propose to have a mutual com- 
pany, it is fair to assume that when 
the managers find themselves backed 
by more formidable assets than they 
have carried, they will adopt a more 
aggressive business policy and will un- 
dertake to do so large ashare of the 
drug underwriting that they will be 
recognized as an influential faetor 


in establishing rates. If the company 


proposes to simply carry the small lines 


which the traditions of the insurance 
business prescribe as safe, it cannot save 
enough to its promotors to make it 
pay either on the returns from the 
insurance it carries or by its influence 
upon other companies. But if it is 
conducted on the plan of its prototypes 
the mill mutuals of New England, it 
will accomplish all that its most en- 
thusiastic supporters have ever pre- 
dicted. Itis not the capital of the 
insurance companies, but the prem- 
iums paid by the drug trade that pay 
the losses on drug stocks, and also 
yield a profit to the companies, and 
just in proportion as the Druggists’ 
company discards the fallacies of in- 
surance traditions and adopts a pro- 
gressive course, it will serve the pur- 
poses of its existence, and disappoint 
such critics as our contemporary 
which we have quoted above. 


CONTROLLING DYFSTUFFS AND 
COLORS. 

It is reported that an effort is being 
made in England and Germany to form 
a combination on benzol and aniline 
products generally. Very little confi- 
dence is placed inthe statement here, 
as past experience and character of 
the competition abroad are considered 
sufficient to defeat al] attempts in that 
direction. Arrangements in regard to 
benzol have little interest to Ameri- 
can manufacturers, as the article is 
made here in sufficient quantities 
to meet the home demand and 
for export if any were required for the 
latter purpose. An agreement on dye- 
stuffs is more difficult to execute, al- 
though some plan for the improvement 
of the industry is needed. Domestic 
makers entertained a similar sugges- 
tion some time ago, but the idea was 
soon abandoned after a thorough con- 
sideration of the subject, 

The latest announcement from Lon- 
don of this character, has reference to 
the formation of a syndicate for con. 
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trolling the supply of mineral colors. 
It is intended to amalgamate all com- 
panies and firms in that line of 
businesssimilartothe plan adopted by 
the Salt Union, and push the interests 
of the concern in the United States. 
English capitalists are evidently im- 
pressed with the magnitude of the color 
business and would like to get their 
fingers on the American industry, but 
they will find that the diversified in- 
terests here are not so easily con- 
trolled, and that many mines of min- 
eral wealth are outside of their 
grasp, if the deposits in the South 
are so numerous as reported. Great 
Britain is apparently prepared to buy 
apy commercial undertaking that is 
Americanand that can show aprofiton 
the books of seven per cent.—a practi- 
cal demonstration not being necessary. 
There are many such chances but the 
paying investments are reserved for 


home use.

THE PARIS GREEN SITUATION. 

As stated in ‘last week’s issue of the 
REPORTER, an open market for Paris 
green was inaugurated on Friday, and 
since then the Paris Green Association 
has issued a circular of explanation, 
which is given in full on another page. 
It is to be understood that although a 
pledge cannot be demanded from deal- 
ers as to the terms and conditions at 
which they may sell, the manufactur- 
ers identified with the association will 
quote uniform prices and strictly ad- 
here to them until it is found neces- 
sary to make a change by common 
consent. 

It is alleged that the outside makers 
of green have been supported by some 
wholesale druggists, contrary to the 
wishes of the N. W. D. A., and against 
the interests of the trade as a whole, 
notwithstanding that the Paris Green 
Association adhered to its promises 
and endeavored to give the dealer a 
fair profit by maintaining prices. The 
approach of next season will no doubt 
witness an improved state of affairs, as 
the desire is for some arrangement to 
give still better protection to the 
dealer. It has been intimated that 
overtures were made to purchase the 
interests of outside manufacturers and 
thus clear the field of disastrous com- 
petition, but the report is denied by 
those directly interested, whostate that 
such an idea was never entertained as 
it would encourage other parties to 
enter the business and vause a worse 
condition of the market than now ex- 
ists. The campaign then is not to be 
conducted on that basis. The para- 
mount desire is to have the entire 
trade work in harmony, and to rea- 
lize a profit from the sales of Paris 
green instead of suffering a loss.

THE DRUG TRADE AND INTERNAL 
REVENUE. 


The unexpected action taken by the 
N. W. D, A., in its treatment of the 
internal revenue tax, should cause the 
individual members to ventilate their 
views before Congress, as suggested at 
the convention. Itis not within the 
province of the REPORTER to state 
what the manufacturing and whole- 
sale interests want, when the Associa- 
tion declined to commit itself because 
the wishes were not uniform. Legisla- 
tion on the alcohol question will be in- 
fluenced according to the number and 
nature of the views expressed to mem- 
bers of Congress at the next session, 
and every merchant interested pro or 
con should consider personal attention 
to the matter an imperative necessity. 
The REPORTER is desirous that the 
drug trade be fully represented in the 
forthcoming discussion as it will result 
in accomplishing one of three things, 
namely, the continuation of the in- 
ternal revenue system as at present 
operated, an abolition of the same, or 
a reduction of the tax. It is conceded 
that the removal of.the tax on .alcohol 
{or certain specified purposes would be 
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impracticable and injurious to legiti- 
mate business; hence there is is no ex- 
pectation of a change in that respect. 
The indications lately favored aradical 
course of action to the extent of abol- 
ishing the whole system and removing 
the expensive offices for collecting the 
revenue, but a more conservative ele- 
ment has been agitating a reduction of 
the internal tax and import duties. 
The latter suggestion seems to be grow- 
ing in popular favor, but no matter 
what course is pursued, it is necessary 
to flood Congress with opinions to 


show the attitude of the trade.

A REVIEW OF THE PAINT MARKET. 
At the close of October, when, as a 
general rule, the bulk of the fall 
trade has been done in the paint 
market, dealers refer to their books 
in order that they may see the 
amount of business that has been ac- 
complished and its comparison with 
previous years, and it is safe toassume 
that they will sum up the amount 
of the fall trade forthe present season, 
with more than ordinary interest, 
owing to the peculiar and almost un- 
precedented weather that materi- 
ally affected the spring trade and bid 
fair to treat the fall business in a simi- 
lar manner. Dealers have been led 
to regard the seasons trade as very un- 
satisfactory and at various times have 
reported the situation as dull and pro- 
fitless, but when an account is ren- 
dered, it is thought that they will 
realize the fact that taken on the 
whole, a fair business has transpired. 
One thing is assarred however, 
namely that buyers have taken goods 
in much smaller quantities than 
in previous, seasons, that is, they have 
supplied their wants from time to time 
as they have occurred, instead of lay- 
ing in stocks for the seasons require- 
ments, and this has undoubtedly done 
much to give dealers an impression at 
the start that the fall trade would be 
far below that of former years. Makers, 
with few exceptions, regard this system 
of buying with favor, but are rather 
inclined to the idea that prices in 
view of the increased cost of sell- 
ing goods on this basis, should show 
an appreciation, but this has been 
rendered next to impossible by reason 
of the excessive competition that has 
prevailed between the manufacturers. 
Taking all things into consideration it 
is believed that the fall business will 
net dealers a fair profit, and will give 
them an incentive to make renewed 
efforts for the spring trade.

UNFOUNDED LARD COMPLAINTS. 

The lard committee of the Produce 
Exchange found occasion last week to 
investigate a complaint from Berlin 
relative to the quality of crude lard 
received there from New York. A 
specific charge had been made to the 
effect that a number of tierces of lard 
exported on two specified vessels, con- 
tained a ‘‘dirty, yellow, and malodor- 
ous substance.” The inspectors had 
corresponded with the buyers in Ber- 
lin and requested that some of the 
objectionable lard be returned in the 
original packages as shipped, and have 
the balance inspected by disinterested 
parties. Neither of these requests 
being complied, with the matter was 
turned over to the Lard Committee. 
The latter made a thorough inquiry 
and then gave its opinion of the case 
in rather an emphatic manner, ques- 
tioning the veracity of the foreign 
buyers and exonerating the New York 
inspectors from all blame. 

As every lot of lard sent abroad is 
accompanied bya certificate of quality, 
the Berlin importers sought to recover 
damages for obtaining money under 
false representations and at the same 


time to denounce certain brands of 
crude lard, but the Produce Exchange 
officers have had experience in that 
line before and ee: to this latest 
diaphanous trick in time to prevent a 
eee feeling in~ Berlin concern- 
ing it. 


OCTOBER’S HARVEST IN THE PE- 
TROLEUM FIELDS. 

The monthly field report for the 
month of October, while confirming 
the general estimate as to the total 
production of the new wells, makes 
some surprising revelations. It is the 
most bullish report of the year, and 
one which, under ordinary conditions, 
should have had a marked effect on 
speculative values. A decrease in pro- 
duction was expected to be shown, but 
that the average production of the 
wells would show a large decline was 
not looked for,and the prospects for the 
immediate future in the fields are con- 
sequently regarded as very unfavora- 
ble to the producers. The number of 
wells completed during October 
reached a total of 544, which is an in- 
crease of fifty-two over the number 
completed in September and of twenty 
over the amount of August’s finished 
work. The total production of these 
wells at the close of the month aggre- 
gated 6,235 barrels, a decrease of 723 
barrels from the production of the Sep- 
tember wells. This gives an average 
production per well of of a little less 
than eleven and a half barrels, while 
the average production of the Septem- 
ber wells was fourteen and a quarter 
barrels. This is a discouraging feature 
to the driller, who had counted on a 
much better result from the October 
wells. The numberof dry holes found 
during the month was seventy-six, an 
increase of three. This shows that 
fourteen per cent. of the wells drilled 
proved to be failures, a proportion not 
differing materially from the result 
of the September operations. At the 
close of the month the number of wells 
drilling was 685, an increase of seventy- 
five, and the number of new rigs in 
course of erection was 440, an increase 
of eighty-three, making a total increase 
in new work of 158 wells. This extra- 
ordinary activity at this season of the 
year is somewhat surprising, especially 
in view of the indifferent results of 
the current month’s operations. The 
hope that the new production could 
be brought up to an amount which 
would be at least equal tothe decrease 
in production of the old wells must 
now be abandoned, at least for the 
next six months, and there can be lit- 
tle hope of it thereafter unless some 
new field is discovered whose produc- 
tiveness will rank with some of those 
which have in the past proved market 
breakers, This isnot probable, though 
we do not disregard the possibility. 
It is merely one of those fragile straws 
to which the chronic bear persists in 
clinging so tenaciously. The report 
came due at atime when the market 
appeared to have spent its energy over 
the first effective and legitimate boom 
it has had in a year, and the effect, so 
far as at present writing is perceptible, 
has been nil. This report of itself 
should have been sufficient to send 
prices upward several cents, but, as all 
signs fail in dry weather, so do all bull- 
ish influences fall flat on a dull market.

SOCIAL ENTERTAINMENT AT 

TRADE CONVENTIONS. 

From the tone of some of the remarks 
made at the Indianapolis convention 
of the National Wholesale Druggists’ 
Association, upon the question of time 
and place of the next meeting, it might 
be inferred that there aie a few mem- 
bers of the association who are inclined 
to put more restraint upon the social 
featuresofitsconventions. We doubt 
that there is a single member who does 
not appreciate that the social enter- 
tainment which these meetings have 
afforded durivg the past six or seven 
years, has done much toward strength- 
ening the association, but there area 
few members who appear to entertain 
some fear lest the business objects of 
the conventions may suffer through 
the increasing attention that is given 
to social matters. . If we could see the 
slightest danger of such a result we 
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should agree with those gentlemen 
that it is time to call a halt in the so- 
cial entertainment, and to select the 
place of meeting and arrange the pro- 
gramme of the convention with special 
reference to dispatching the largest 
possible amount of business in the 
briefest time, and with the least dis- 
tinction from strict business by local 
surroundings. But the socially con- 
servative members of trade organiza- 
tions should remember that it is not 
always the most or the best work that 
is accomplished in the stated business 
sessions of a convention. Many an im- 
portant matter that might have been 
the subject of interminable harangue, 
with no definite outcome, on the floor 
of a convention, has been amicably, 
quickly and practically settled in the 
better understanding that those 1n00st 
actively interested in it havearrived at 
in an informal discussion over a cigar 
in the corridors of their hotel between 
sessions. This view might, of course, 
be accepted, without approving the 
varied forms of entertainment that 
are provided by the Druggists Asso- 
ciation and some other similar trade 
bodies at their conventions, to fill in 
the time not occupied by business 
sessions. But it must be borne in 
inind, in defense of this entertainment, 
that it attracts a good many members 
who are glad of the opportunity of- 
fered by a convention of their trade 
for indulging in a little rest and recre- 
ation, which they would not take 
without this excuse, and which this 
occasion would not afford them were 
it simply a succession of business ses- 
sions, interrupted only by the hours 
for meals and sleep. It is a safe as- 
suunption that many of the most 
valued members of these organizations 
would remain at home and read the 
proceedings in their trade papers, if it 
were not that they felt that the recre- 
ation incident to a convention would 
be of value tothem. The value of all 
trade organizations must depend 
largely upon the relation which their 
numerical strength bears to the whole 
trade, and whatever features can be 
added to the meetings, to appeal to 
the varied tastes of those whose co- 
operation is essential to success, and 
thus attract their attendance and bind 
theirinterest, must be regarded as of 
equal importance to anything that 
can come up for consideration before 
the gathering thus attracted. By all 
means let the social entertainment be 
continued, and the success of the last 
two conventions shows there is no bet- 
ter means of providing it than that 
adopted by the National Wholesale 
Druggists’ Association. And let the 


“place of meeting be changed yearly, 


so that there may be no monotony, 
but that every convention may offer 
some new attraction that shall serve 
to make attendance a pleasant pastime 
no less than a pecuniary advantage.

CREDITS IN THE DRUG TRADE. 


It isto be regretted that the report 
of the Committee on Credits and Col- 
lections did not receive greater con- 
sideration by the wholesale druggists 
at their recent convention. The ques- 
tion of credits is one of the most im- 
portant to the drug trade, and the 
action taken by the National Whole- 
sale Druggists’ Association in the past 
shows that reform in the method, or 
rather lack of method, now in vogue is 
forcibly recognized and earnestly de- 
sired. Various plans have been sug- 
gested but unfortunately, owing to the 
great difference in the conditions gov- 
erning trade in the several sections of 
the country represented in the associa- 
tion none has proved entirely practical. 
remained, therefore, for the last 
committee on credits and collections to 
suggest a plan, thatif followed out will 
remove many if not all the objections 
of the existing methods. 

The committee starts out upon the 
principle that it is impracticable to put 








into operation a uniform system of 
regulating the time of credit, applica- 
ble toall portions of the country and the 
plan it suggests for obviating this ob- 
jection appears to us to be worthy of a 
careful and full trial. The plan involves 
the organization of local associations at 
points where such associations do not 
at present exist, but this should pre- 
sent no obstacle to the adoption of the 
plan. In fact, it should be a strong 
argument in its favor, since the neces- 
sity for local organization, through 
which matters of this character and 
others equally important may be reg- 
ulated is repeatedly and forcibly made 
apparent. 

With the trade organized into local 
associations throughout the country, 
it would be an easy matter to carry 
out the suggestions of the committee 
in accordance with the conditions, re- 
quirements and previous practice of 
the trade in each section. Certainly 
the committee’s report might have 
been discussed and acted upon with 
advantage, and it is to be hoped the 
matter will not stop at the formal ac- 


ceptance and filing of the same..

NORWEGIAN COD LIVER OIL. 


In discussing the prospects for Nor- 
wegian cod liver oil in our issue for 
September 25th we referred to the 
strong statistical position of the for- 
eign market, which of itself was suffi 
cient to warrant expectations of high 
prices before the season had far ad- 
vanced. That was before the demand 
from consumers had fairly begun, but 
the consuming season is well under way 
and the expected upward movement of 
values has not yet been developed. 
On the other hand prices have shown 
an unmistakenable tendency to de- 
cline, which, however, is undoubtedly 
due to temporary influences, 

We see no reason to change our opin- 
ion, that, based upon the actual con- 
dition of supplies abroad, prices should 
ultimately advance. To be sure 
there have been quite a num- 
ber of arrivals of Norwegian oil 
within a week or two, but this 
only tends to strengthen the position 
on the other side, where it is well 
known that since the close of the fish- 
ing season supplies have been much 
below the average. The arrivals might 
have been expected to have a depress- 
ing effect upon this market, but 
hardly to the extent of forcing prices 
below the cost of importation, particu- 
larly as stocks of prime oil here are 
not extensive. 

The low prices quoted are more the 
result of competition between dealers 
than of the recent arrivals, and this 
competition results from a rivalry be 
tween the various brands offered to 
the trade, but more particularly be- 
cause there is a considerable supply of 
indifferent and even poor oil which 
the holders are anxious to work off as 
early in the season as possible. It is 
therefore to the interest of buyers who 
want pure oil to make certain of the 
quality and age of the very low-priced 
stock that may be offered to them, at 
the same time closely watching the 
market for sigus of the advance that 
is indicated by the condition of sup- 
plies of pure 1889 oil both here and 
abroad.

ELEVATING THE COMMERCIAL 
TRAVELER. 

That the commercial traveler has 
been elevated in the estimation of the 
trade is evidenced by the discussion 
and action taken at the recent meet- 
ing of the N. W. D. A., in Indianapo- 
lis. With one exception the expres- 
sions were friendly, and it is some 
satisfaction to note that the single ex- 
ception did not have any weight in 
determining the course of the conven- 
tion. The very able report of the com- 
mittee presented reasonable and 
unanswerable arguments in favor of 
the commercial traveler and truthfuily 


outlined his importance to the trade— 
not as a mere salesman, but as an in- 
fluential and reliable representative of 
the house employing him. Many evils 
have been laid at the door of the inno- 
cent drummer, and not having an op- 
portunity of speaking for himself at 
these meetings of employers, the storm 
of opposition became more violent 
until it threatened to break out with 
disastrous results to the system, but 
the report of the standing committee 
published in these columns last week, 
changed the tide of public opin’on 
and scored a victory for the useful men 
of the road by wiping out all previous 
legislation, placing on record a more 
favorable view of the situation and 
influencing the association in its action 
to the following effect: 

That while the employment of commercial 
travelers is so dependent upon diversified cir- 
cumstances, all matters‘{pertaining thereto, 
such as the number to be employed and the 
manner of their compensation, may, for the 
present, safely be left t» the discretion of 


members of this association, unrestricted: by 
resolution or recommendation. 


The discovery has been made that 
decreased profits are not due to com- 
mercial travelers, but to the changed 
condition of business incident to the 
increased competition, low range of 
values, etc.; and the shifting of that 
responsibility leaves a potent reason 
for retaining a class of employes who 
have been maligned and threatened 
with dismissal without cause. Now 
that progress can be reported in the 
right direction, we may expect the 
next committee to be still more em- 
phatic in popularizing the system.

A fire in the wholesale drug house of Cook, 
Everett aud Pennel, Portland, Me., last week, 
caused a damage of $1,000. 


The bankruptcy schedules of Rudolph Pag- 
ens techer, the exporter, show liabilities, $45,- 
00U; nominal assets, $727,070 and actual assets, 
$18,007. 

Mr. Runyon Pyatt and wife, who were in at- 
tendance at the Indianapolis convention of 
the N. W. D. A., extended their pleasure trip 
West. 


The schooner Rover, Capt. Hubbard, from 
New York te Baltimore withacargo of guano, 
foundered three miles east of Ocean View on 
the southern shore of Chesapeake Bay, last 
week, 


The case of the English glass blowers em- 
ployed near Pittsburg has been referred to 
the Solicitor of the Treasury for an opinion 
as to their amenability to the Alien Contract 
Labor law. 

Mr, R. C. Hopkins, who has been connected 
with the Sherwin-Williams Company of Cleve- 
land for nineteen years, was presented last 
week with a cane and gun by the employees of 
the paint works. 


According to alocal paper, there never was 
a time in the history of window glass making 
in Pittsburg when every furnace (with per- 
haps one exception) was melting such good 
glass as they are melting so far during the 
present blast. The demand for superior 
quality is unusually good. 


The creditors of William A. Robinson & Co., 
oil manufacturers of New Bedford and Provi- 
dence, have come to a settlement with the 
firm, They receive 2744 per cent. each, and 
the two Valley Falls cotton mills, at Killingly, 
Conn,, are surrendered to them and will be 
sold for their benefit. 


Private dispatches from San Francisco re- 
port the lossin the Arctic ocean of the whal- 
ing steamer Lucretia of New Bedford, but no 
particulars have been received. The Lucretia 
was owned by Captain Lewis and others of 
that place, and, with her outfit, was valued at 
$40,000. She is partially insured in London 
companies, 

Mr. M. N. Kline of Philadelphia, who was 
called away during the convention of the N. 
W.D.A., in Indianapolis by the serious iliness 
of his father, has since becn bereaved by the 
death of his parent which occurred at the late 
residence of the deceased gentleman near 
Philadelphia. 


Mr. E. Waldo Cutler of Boston, an ex-presi- 
dent of the N. W. D. A., has patented a sleep- 
ing car section for the convenience of tray- 
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elers which isa great improvement over the 
present style, but the palace car companies 
are very slow to adopt new methods, and Mr. 
Cutler has very little hope of his invention 
being utilized. 


At Hamilton, Ont., Oct. 29, fire broke out in 
Flaherty & Wilson's lead smelting works and 
quickly spread to McKillon’s tallow factory. 
The Williams Oil Refining Company had a 
large quantity of varnish stored in a shed be 
tween the buildings,which was also destroyed. 
Flaherty & Wilson’s loss, $1,200; McKillon‘s, 
$1,000 ; Oil Refinery, $1,700; no insurance. 

Mr. Henry Michaels of the Langley & 
Michaels Company, San Francisco, intended 
to be present at the Wholesale Druggists’ 
Convention in Indianapolis, but was de- 
layed on the way by land slides, and came on 
to New York. He intends to remain a few 
days, and can be found at the office of Mr. J. 
D. Titsworth, 


Mr. Joseph Gabriel, of Victoria, B. C., 
who is visiting Chicago, is reported as 
saying that about the largest part of the 
commerce between British Columbia and the 
United States.is in opium and Chinamen. 
The opium emuggling has grown to an un- 
paralleled extent. Itis brought over in the 
raw State to Victoria, there refined, and then 
smuggled by the hundred weight across the 
border, only a few miles away. 


In the insolvency couit at Auburn Me., last 
week, u petition of heavy creditors of the in- 
solvent Denison Paper Manufacturing Co. at 
Mechanic Falls was filed, asking that the claim 
of Morey & Co. against the insolvent corpora- 
tion for $134,815 be disallowed. The petition- 
ers claim that the firm wus not entitled to 
prove their debts and that there has been no 
investigation or hearing in the case. 


Acting-Secretary Batcheller, replying to a 
communication from Behr and Steiner, of 
New York, calling in question the propriety 
of the Department's decision of last July 
preventing the entry of mixed silver-lead 
ores, and requiring the value of the lead in 
such ores to be estimated at the New York 
price less one per cent. reaffirms the former 
decision, and reiterates that the deduction is 
a fair basis for determining the Mexican 
value, 


In the note reprinted in our last issue from 
an English contemporary, descriptive of the 
new soporific,somnal, an erior occurred in 
giving a melting point for the compound 
thereby creating the impression that it is of a 
crystalline nature, whereas we are informed 
by the importers, Messrs. Lehn & Fink, that it 
is a liquid preparation. There is a stock of 
somnal here which is selling at 50c. per ounce. 


Mr. John M. McIntosh, a well know drug- 
gist and pharmacist on Fifth avenue, died 
suddenly last week at his residence, 43 Sixth 
avenue, from heart failure. Mr. McIntosh 
was president of the Carter Medicine Com- 
pany and secretary of the Sutro Tunnel 
Company. He was also a stockholder in the 
Lyceum Theatre, having been connected with 
Mr. Brent Good and Mr. Steeie Mackaye in 
building that place of amusement. The body 
was taken to Canada for interment. 


The works of the Boston and Sandwich 
Glass Company, located at Sandwich, Mass., 
which have been shut down for about two 
years, have been bought by the Electrical 
Glass Corporation of Boston and will be put 
into operation as soon as possible. The new 
company controls some valuable patents. 
Gen. W. F. Draper, of Hepedale, is president 
of the corporation, and it is authoritatively 
stated that Gerham Rogers, treasurer of the 
Boston and Sandwich Glass Company, will act 
as treasurer of the new company. 


Messrs. Maas & Waldstein, proprietors of tho 
Atlantic Chemical Works, have added to the 
large line of fine chemicals they manufacture, 
anice assortment of non-poisonous confec- 
tioners’ colors which have been carefully 
tested by eminent chemists and pronounced 
absolutely harmless. The wholesale drug 
trade willdo well tocarrya stock of these 
colors, which will soon attain 'he deserved 
reputation of all the other specialties manu- 
factured by this well know house. 


Merck's fine chemical exhibit, which was de- 
scribed in last week's issue of the REPORTER 
has beeu brought from Indianapolis where it 
wasadmired by members of the N, W. D. A., 
and placed on view in the hail of the Ameri- 
can Public Health Association, on the corner 
of Fulton and Pineapple streets, Brooklyn, 
where it can be seen free of charge. This 
special exhibit of rare and valuable medicinal 
chemicals is well worth an inspection, It will 
remain in the Brooklyn hall until December 1. 


If Wellington R. Burt, of Saginaw, ex-presi- 
dent of the American Salt Trust, is any au- 
thority, that combination will be soon reor- 
ganized, “Indeed,” said Mr. Burt, while in 
Chicago last week, “steps in that direction are 
being quietly taken at the present time. Ina 
few days I will attend the New York meeting 
of those interested in the trust, The meeting 
is one of the preliminary steps looking to a 
reorganization, This time the trust will be a 
private enterprise. Secretary Berger, of the 
old trust, was in the West last week, with a 
representative of Mr. Higgins, of Liverpool, 
and I understand he has practically perfected 
@ reorganization.” 
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Another addition is to be made to the plate 
glass plants of this country. Application will 
be made in a few weeks to the Pennsylvania 
authorities for a charter for the Charleroi 
Plate Glass Company. The new concern will 
be capitalized at $250,000 which may be in- 
creased to $1,000,000. Five hundred acres of 
land have been purchased in the Bellevernon 
gas belt where it is proposed to erect the 
works, and build a town, a separate company 
to take charge of the last mentioned enter- 


prise. 

The Martin Process and Chemical Company, 
on John street, is in the hands of the Sheriff 
on execution for $23,278 in favor of W. E. Za- 
briskie on promissory notes. The company 
manufactured a fire-proofing paint. It was 
incorporated Feb. 9, 1887, but the present man- 
agement did not take control until Aug. 25, 
1888. The capital stock was $450,000, of which 
it is said $75,700 was paid in cash. Francis 8. 
Kinney, the cigarette manufacturer,was pres- 
ident, but resigned last July. It is said that 
he furnished a large part of the capital to run 
the business and after he retired the company 
was unable to raise money enough to con- 
tinue. An officer of the company said that it 
had failed for lack of cash and that the liabili- 
ties outside of the judgment would not exceed 
$1,500. 

An alleged expert claims that an analysis of 
the phosphate deposits in South Florida show 
that they excel in quality the celebrated 
phosphate deposits of South Carolina. Large 
discoveries of these phosphates have been 
made near Tampa, in Tampa Bay, and in the 
Alafiariver,and preparations are being made 
for shipping this phosphate rock from Tampa 
to Atlanta, where it will be manufactured 
into fertilizers. Large deposits of phosphates 
have also been discovered in the waters of 
Peace creek, near Arcadia, on the line of the 
Florida Southern, and these phosphates are 
now being mined and shipped to Atlanta. 
There are other deposits of phospnates in the 
different waters of South Florida awaiting a 
development which will not long be delayed, 
aceording to reports from that section. 


~ PETROLEUM NOTES. 





A little scrimmage occurred on the ex- 
change one day last week which caused con- 
siderable excitement but no black eyes. 


The supply of natural gas of Auburn, Ind., 
is decreasing. Th2 number of stoves is lim- 
ited to75 this year, Last year 150 stoves could 
be supplied on the coldest days. 

The Findlay, O., gas plant has cost the city 
over $300,000, and is not yet completed. The 
original cost of the plant was figured at $30,- 
000, The peopie are said to be much dissatis- 


fied. 

R.H. Robinson and A. G. Boreland, of Pitts- 
burgh, have leased some very promising ter- 
ritory in the vicinity of Stanton Mills, Somer- 
set county. The intentionis to commence 
operations for both oil and gas. 


The Monongahela Natural Gas Company 
has connected its New Maple Creek line with 
the wills at Pittsburg, having contracts with 
it, and the gas has been turnedon. ‘The sup- 
ply is weaker than was expected, and the milis 
have not a sufficient supply. 

Mr. Weber is now so frequently mentioned 
in connection with oi: devolopments, was 
formerly of Pittsburgh, having managed the 
Casino Museum. Heis the husband of Helen 
Desmond, the well-known actress, and since 
he went to Butler has made considerable 
money in oil. 

A Buffalo note says that the Broadway brew- 
ery gas well, which is down 640 feet, a good 
flow has been struck, and drilling is still going 
on. It will be pushed toa depth of 1,000 feet 
Julius Binz,manager of the brewery, says there 
is sufficient supply now to run the brewery 
and serve all the people in the neighborhood 
with the gas. 

The Siberia Natural Gas and Oil Company, 
which hasbeen leasing land in central Indi- 
ana, with the view of supplying the Chicago 
pipe line, has filed documents in the record- 
er’s office of Madison county, that state, as- 
signing its leases, which cover over 4,000 acres 
in Madison, Delaware and Randolph counties, 
to the Indiana Pipe Live Company. This land 
wili supply gas for the Cincinnati pipe line. 


A natucal gas field, which was lately dis- 
covered a few miles east of Welland, Ont., is 
being developed with energy. The second 
well has been torpedoed with 40 quarts of 
nitro-glycerine, and the result, after careful 
measurement, shows a production of over 
500,000 feet per day. The closed or rock pres- 
sure of the two wells now completed is 475 
pounds to the square inch, which would allow 
the gas to be piped 100 miles, 


E. V. Wyssbrod, of Findlay, drilled in an ex- 
cellent gas well for the village of Arcadia,O., 
the other day, which now owns and controls 
its own gas j lant. The well is near the Nickel 
Plate Railroad, about half a mile west of the 
corporation line, and is thought to be good 
for 3,000,000 feet of gas per day, which, added 
to the wells already owned by the village, in- 
sures to Arcadia an abundance of light and 


fuel. 
The Priddy Gas Well, at Trombley, O., is a 
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success. The lease is owned by Priddy Bros., 
of Lima, and the land by Virginia parties. 
The sand was struck at 1,060 feet, and when 
the drill had penetrated less than 20 feet in 
this, gas was struck. From the top of the 
derrick the gas is now throwing out a flame 30 
feet long and 10 feet wide. The well, by cor- 
rect measurement, is doing 10,000,000 feet 
daily. 

The citizens of Somerset, a town ten miles 
south of Wabash, Ind.,were startled last week 
when the fires in their natural gasstoves went 
out. Investigation showed that the gas in the 
Great Jumbo well, which supplies the town 
and which had been sunk thirty feet into 
Trenton rock, had given out completely. Not 
asmell of the fluid remains. This is the first 
powerful well that has failed in this section 
of Indiana. Another well will be put down at 
once. 

Thecase of the Wheeling Natural Gas Com- 
pany against the “tna Glassand Manufact- 
uring Company is again before the Common 
Pleas Court, at St. Clairsville,O. The case in- 
volves the validity of the contract between 
the gas company and all the Bellaire and 
Wheeling manufacturers. If the gas com- 
pany wins, it will be ina posItion to draw sev- 
eral thousand dollars from the treasury of 
every manufacturing {establishment in that 
vicinity. 

A north bound freight train, No 52, on the 
Lake Erie and Western Railroad, was wrecked 
at Kokoma on the 25th ult. The engine 
struck an obstruction at a switch on the out- 
skirts of the city, and with eight or ten cars 
was thrown from thetrack. Twelve oil tanks 
exploded in quick succession, setting fire to 
the box cars attached. Two cars of merchan- 
dise and four of coal were consumed, The 
engineer, fireman and one brakeman were 
thrown beneath the oilcars and burned to a 
crisp. The accident was the work of wreck- 
ers, this being the third attempt made 
in that vicinity in the last two months. 


Some mineral lubricating oils contain much 
water and give very irregular values for their 
flashing points. The presence of moisture 
may be recognized by heating the oil in a test 
tube in a clear oil-bath kept at about 140° ©, 
As its temperature approaches 120° C. it begins 
to froth and may even “bump,” while the film 
of it on the walls of the test tube is seen to 
be an emulsion of water and oil, and does not 
become clear even at 150°C, It is easy to dis- 
tinguish these indications of the presence of 
water from those of entangled or dissolved 
air which is sometimes present. It is of course 
necessary in making this experiment (as in 
sampling the oll) to avoid even a trace of 
moisture in the vessels used. 

Mr. Joseph D. Weeks,who has been appointed 
by the Superintendent of the Eleventh Cen- 
sus to collect statitics relating to the produc- 
tion of coal, petroleum and natural gas, tells 
the Washington Post: “My methods for calcu- 
lating results will be the same as those em- 
ployed in the preparation of the reports made 
to the Geological Survey for the past two or 
three years. It is my purpose to give statis- 
tics asto the amount of gas produced, the 
amount consumed and andthe amount of 
solid fuel displaced. The two latter will 
be the least difficult to determine. It 
is calculated that to puddle a ton of 
iron, sixty bushels of coal are required. About 
28,000 feet of gas is needed to accomplish the 
same result, though in some furnaces 16,000 
feet of gas will do the same work that takes 
40,000 feet in another furnace. After the ay- 
erage is calculated it is only necessary to find 
out how much coal was formerly used by the 
same manufacturers, and we have the num- 
ber of feet of gas now being consumed per 
day,as well as the fuel displacement. The gas 
used for domestic purposes can be calculated 
on the number of tons of coal formerly used 
for the same purpose, and the data on this 
point are pretty accurate.” 


JOHN F. RIDAY. 

Intelligence was received at this office on 
Thursday morning, announcing the death 
from heart failure of Mr. John F. Riday, 
which occurred suddenly at his residence in 
Arlington, N. J. He had been ailing for some 
months with a heart affection which was pro- 
gressive in its nature and of known fatal ter- 
mination. He, however, bore up under the 
affliction with characteristic energy and 
fought disease and grim death itself, almost, 
with his wonderful will power. 

Mr. Riday was born September 4, 1846, at 
Coatsville, Pa., near Philadelphia. When the 
war commenced he left home unceremoniously 
for active service at the front and remained 
with the army until the close of hostilities, 
As his father was a minister of the M. E: 
church, the subject of our sketch concluded: 
after his return home, to follow the same 
profession and prepared himself for the 
ministry, after which’ he was tendered 
a call to a. church in Ohio, but con- 
cluded to decline it. This declination he 
considered the greatest mistake of his life, as 
it turned his footsteps in other directions, At 
a later period he was a book publisher in Phil- 
adelphia until aserious panic of Wall street 
history made it necessary for him to suspend 
business and act as a representative of the 
Lockwood Publishing Co. During the past 
three years he worked on the REPORTER when 


his health permitted. Mr. Riday always mani- 
fested great interest in masonry, and was well 
advanced in the order, having reached the 
thirty-second degree, The funeral services 
were held in Scottish Rite Hall on Madison 
avenue, this city, at 3 o’clock Sunday after- 
noon, and were largely attended. The body 
was taken to Philadelphia for interment. The 
grief stricken widow has the sympathy of 
this office and his numerous friends in her 
bereavement. 


CHICAGO LETTER. 


[Special correspondence of the O11, PAINT 
AND DrRvuG REPORTER.] 


CHICAGO, Nov. 2, 1889. 


The situation in linseed oil remains un- 
changed, with raw at 5éc. and boiled at 59c. for 
lots of 50 barrels and upwards. The demand 
is good for the season, but sales are, as usual, 
mainly of small lots, and the press of business 
is, of course, gradually being reduced. 

As yet there is no substantial accumulation 
of stocks, and there is no immediate prospect 
of any lowering of prices. 

The following communication, embracing 
the report of a committee of the Chicago 
Paint, Oil and Yarnish Club, in connection 
with linseed oil, was issued on Wednesday, and 
explains itself : 

CHICAGO, Oct. 30, 1889. 
TO THE JOBBERS OF LINSEED OIL. 


At the October meeting of the Paint, Oil 
and Varnish Club of this city, a resolution was 
adopted requesting the manufacturers of lin- 
seed oil to arrange aschedule of prices, for 
quantities, in the interest of the jobbers. In 
pursuance of that resolution, a committee 
Was appointed to wait upon the* manufac- 
turers and present same for their considera- 
tion and action. This committee was cor- 
dially met hy the representative of the manu- 
facturers, and the request cheerfully granted 
(as per prices at foot). It was deemed best to 
forego the usual formality of presenting to 
every jobber a paper for signature, agreeing 
to maintain such schedule, believing that 
every one will immediately recognize his own 
interest and rigidly maintain the prices quoted 
by the crushers. In this connection, it is im- 
portant to advise that vpon the strict main- 
tenance by all jobbers of the schedule named 
depends its continuance and further possible 
benefits. The committee urgently requests 
the close observance of prices and conditions 
named, as they bave assured the manuface- 
turers that such will be the case.

The foreign demand for oil cake has been 
restricted, owing, it is said, to continued mild 
weather, and the market has been rather 
dull, sales being estimated at about 600 tons. 
Crushers have demanded $20.50@$21.00 per 
ton, but buyers claim to have been able to 
shade these prices somewhat. Exportations 
for the week have been 2,116,191 ibs.. making 
a total since January 1 of 48,294,900 lbs., as 
against 64,978,907 lbs. during the same period 
last year. 

FLAXSEED. 

The quantity of seed in regular elevators at 
the beginning of the week was reported by 
the inspector as 334,337 bushels of No. 1 and 
11,380 bushels of rejected, making a total of 
845,717 bushels as against 333,902 bushels of No. 
l and 3,514 of lower grades (total, 337,416) a 
week ago. On the corresponding date of last 
year, there were in sight 214,199 bushels of No, 
l and 2,636 of rejected—in a/l 216,835, or 62°6% of 
the amount on hand this season. The percent- 
age of seed graded below contract last year 
was one and one-fifth, this year it is a little 
less than two-fifths of one per cent.

Monday’s receipts were liberal,but the offer- 
ings were far more restricted than might have 
been expected, and the market opened rather 
slow. The first sales were at $1 28, but there 
were some buyers at $1 284,and No.1 ad- 
vanced to 12334, and finally to $1 29, closing at 
about the outside. Rejected was nominally at 
$1 26@$1 27, and no grade $12@$126. On 
Tuesday there was less demand, and the mar- 
ket was a jittle heavy, although offerings con- 
tinued light. Buyers reduced their bids to 
$128, although 4c, higher was paid for some 
choice seed on the St. Paul tracks. Shippers 
seem to have withdrawn from the market and 
sales were comparatively few. Only a portion 
of the moderate arrivals of Wednesday 
came onsale,and the offerings were meager. 
No 1 after opening quietly at $1 28, advanced 
to $1 28%, and finally closed at $1 29, although 
the outside figures were paid mainly for seed 
on the St. Paul track. Thursday’s cash market 
was slow. There were less demand, and bids 
were reduced. No 1 sold at $1 28@$1 28%, but 
the outside was obtainable only for seed on 
track and in choice locations. There was not 
many buyers yesterday, but enough to keep 
the market steady, in view of light receipts 
and limited offerings. No 1 opened at $1 28, 
but soon recovered to Thursday’s figures, 
$1 2814, but not much business was done, sales 
being limited to 18 cars. To-day’s market was 
active and higher. No 1, after opening at 
$1 2844 (with bag lots at 4c discount),advanced 
to $1 29, and finally to $1 30, closing at the out‘ 
side—a gain of fully 1c. Lower grades were 
not mentioned. 

Sales of cash seed on the floor of ,Change 
during the week have been No 1, 1344 carsand 
223 bags, as against 154 cars and 326 bags last 
week; of lower grades, there have been no 
sales whatever. The range of prices has been 
from $1 28@$1 30, as against $1 27@1 28% last 
week, and $1 46@1 49% during the same week 
last year. 

Owing to a lack of sellers, the speculative 
market was inactive on Monday, and there 
were no sales, although there were buyers at 
¥gc.@lc. advance over Saturday’s prices. For 
January, $1.31 was bid, and May was saleable 
at $1.37%, On Tuesday, notwithstanding a 
slightly weaker feeling in cash seed, there was 
agood inquiry for futures, and prices were 
well maintained. December was sparingly 
sold at $1.30, and a round lot of November was 
changed to January at 2c. premium for the 
latter. Wednesday’s market was firm, and 
sellers were disposed to ask higher prices. 
November sold early at $1.28, but was nomin- 
ally 4@\c. higher at the close, January sold 
at $1.31, and more would have been taken at 
that figure but no sellers appeared, For May, 
$1.37 was bid and $1.38 was asked. There was 
more doing in the speculative market on 
Thursday, both in the way of exchanges and 
otherwise. November was nominally $1.28@ 
$1.28, and there were light sales of Decem- 
ber at $1.29. Year was changed to January 
at 2c. premium for the latter, which sold in 
a regular way at $1.31. $1.37 was accepted for 
a small lot of May, but later bids at those 
figures were declined. Yesterday futures 
were stagnant, and values nominal. Novem- 
ber and Year were saleable at $1.28; January 
was offered at $1.31, and $1.37@$1.3744 was bid 
for May, but there was no speculative trading 
whatever. To-day’s speculative interest cen- 
tered in May, which was in good request, and 
not obtainable until $1.39 was reached, and 
later several round lots were taken at $1.40, or 
2c. advance. At the close small lots were 
offered at $1.40. Near futures were active 
though firmer ; asmall selling for December 
delivery at $1.30. 

Sales of futures during the week have aggre - 
gated as follows: Of October, none, as against 
1,000 bushels last week; of November, 10,000 
bushels, a8 against 5,000 last week; of Decem- 
ber, 2,000 bushels, as against none last week ; 
of Year, 15,000, as against 5,000; of January, 
25,000, as against 10,000; 'and of May, 26,000, as 
against 10.000 bushels. These figures, however, 
include the exchange of November and Year 
deliveries to January. 

OILs. 


This season’s crop of cotton oil is arriving 
freely, and is being chiefly delivered on pre- 
vious sales. There isa good jobbing inquiry. 
but this seems to comprise the bulk of the 
business at present. The condition of the 
lard market interferes with the confidences of 
buyers, and prices for cotton oil are not tend- 
ing upward. The market may be called about 
38 cents for summer yellow, and 48c for winter 
white miner’s oil, with the former not par- 
ticularly strong. For winter oil the inquiry 
tolerably steady, with some improvemement 
in this regard reported. Crude on spot is very 
scarce, and sellers talk about 31@32%c. These 
figures do not meet the views of buyers, who 
say that they can do better by buying loose at. 
the many sources of supply. If there have 
been any such purchases actually made, how- 
ever, they have not been reported. Holders 
generally, however, speak encouragingly of 
the prospects for the season and are inclined 
to look for somewhat higher prices before 
long. 

Extra lard oil is moving moderately only. 
The feelicg is a shade easier, although the mar- 
ket may be called about 51@52c. Still, some 
pressers whose ideas were somewhat above 
these figures a week or so ago have modified 
their views. The inquiry continues entirely 
consumptive, and is certainly nothing extra- 
ordipary. No.lisin very moderate request. 








There are free offerings at 35 cents, but insome 
cases the quality is suspected at this price’ 
There is oil of intermediate grades on the 
market, which is held at 36@37c, and which is 
probably virtually a better grade of No. 1. 

Cablegrams from Rotterdam report an un- 
usually dull market in oleo in Holland during 
the week, total sales amounting to but about 
800 tierces, as against 3,400 tierces last week, 
and 4,300 the week preceeding. The cause of 
the quietude has been the late arrival of the 
steamer Caland. whose cargo was to have been 
discharged on Thursday, but still lies in her 
hold’ A revival of activity is confidently 
looked for on Monday, when stocks will be 
replenished. Sales have been chiefly of second 
quality goods, which have ranged from 
35@45 florins. A small quantity of 
prime oleo changed hands at 61 florins 
which was the top of last week’s market. Ex- 
portations for the week have far exceeded 
the 3,032 tierces of a week ago, the exact 
figures being: Per str. James Turpie, 1,085 
tierces; per str. Urvino, 1,718; per str. Edam, 
2,600; total, 5,403 tierces. The local market is 
quiet and steady, with no marked change in 
either movement or values. 

PAINTS. 

The week has been a quiet one in the paint 
trade, although the volume of business has 
been, probably, as great as could be expected 
at thisseason. Grinders keep fairly busy and 
trade is about as good as could be expected. 

White lead is moving into consumption 
steadily, and prices are well maintained, no 
cutting being reported in any quarter. Cor- 
roders, however. report that buyers are con- 
tent to supply their immediate wants. So far 
as jobbers are concerned, there seems to be a 
disposition to purchase in but limited quan- 
tities until the first of the year, in the hope 
that some modification of the existing rebate 
system may then be made. 

The question of an open market for Paris 
green is discussed with considerable interest 
and considerable diversity of opinion is 
shown as to the outcome of the dissolution 
of the agreement. It is surmised in some 
quarters that the agreement will be revivified 
before the date named—April 15. At the same 
time there is nu immediate disposition to buy 
in anticipation of future wants, although it is 
said that some attractive offers have been 
made. 

As regards dry colors generally, as well as 
mixed paints, the market is void of interest- 
ing features. No change in values is noted 
and prices continue steady. A moderate 
jobbing business only is reported in any 
quarter. 

DRUGS. 

A fair jobbing business has been done during 
the week, and dealers are looking forward to 
an active trade from now until the holidays. 
The market may be called firm, and tending 
upward. 

Castor oil has advanced four cents per gal- 
lbn, and is now jobbing at $1 24 in barrel and 
haif-barrels for No. 1, and $1 28 in five gallon 
cans. For No. 3, in barrels and half-barrels, 
92 cents is asked, and in five gallon cans 96c. 
Prices in all cases are inclusive of packages. 

Colchicum seed rules very firm, at prices 
quoted last week—$1 20 for whole and $1 30 for 
powdered. Celery seed has advanced from l4c 
to 16c. For chlorate of potash, jobbers have 
advanced their price, in sympathy with the 
wholesale market, to 17c, and 18¢ for pow- 
dered. 

Balsam copaiba is firmer, and although quo- 
tations are as yet unchanged, it is thought 
that they will inevitably advance in the near 
future. 

Opium is unchanged, still jobbing at $3 50. 
The market is not especially strong, and the 
demand is norma! only. 

Quinine is still selling at 30c by manufac- 
turers’ agents in round lots, although a lower 
price would probably be accepted for smaller 
quantities. The situation is practically un- 
changed. Wholesalers express their con- 
fidence in the maintenance of a 30 cent basis, 
with probably yet higher prices, basing their 
opinion on the probable influence of the re- 
cently formed syndicate on the approaching 
bark sales. On the other hand, buyers profess 
an utter disbelief in the likelihood of an ad- 
vance, and continue to bill the sulphate at 
30@3l1c, and buy sparingly. Thislatter circum- 
stance, however, may be at least partially ex- 
plained by the fact that the consumptive in- 
quiry is moderate and distribution rather 
slow. 

CHEMICALS AND DYE STUFFS. 

In the chemical market business during the 
week may be said to have been not more than 
fair. On the other hand, stocks are light, and 
on the other, there is little disposition to op- 
erate. Buyers cannot be convinced that the 
present season is to be a reversal of all their 
past experience, and are far from being con- 
vinced that present prices are to be main- 
tained. 


@ his incredulity on their part has, to say the 
least, not been decreased by the decline in 
caustic soda, which has atone drop lost the 
advance which it had so gradually made, Both 
spot and to arrive are to-day quoted at 2 474% 
for 60 days, with nothing more than a moder- 
ate jobbing and consumptive inquiry. 
Carbonated ash and refiners alkali are in 
light request. Nominal quotations of both 
are about 1 550, but there is scarcely enough 
doing to make a market. The recent advance 
in the foreign market for refined alkali has 








been a serious blow to the bottle manufactur- 
ers, who see no inducement to resume busi- 
ness on the present scale of prices, and this 
materially interferes with sales. There is some 
inquiry for salt cake, but brokers are unwill- 
ing to accept orders for an earlier delivery 
thun January. Caustic ash is without change 
and very quiet. 

The advance in chlorate of potash hag been 
sharp and excites some surprise. Sellers are 
now asking 14340 for round lots put down here 
which is so decided an appreciation in values 
as to astonish buyers. 

Alum is selling freely at former rates, and 
cream tartar continues in fair request, 
remaining firm at the advance. 

The dye market is void of novel features. 
Trade has been active and dealers report Oc- 
tober as having been a satisfactory month. 
There is a quiet but steady movement in ani- 
lines and chromes, without change of prices’ 
Cutch and gambier are in normal demand at 
former quotations. Logwood chips are in 
good request at $1 90@2 10, according to quan- 
tity and quality. Logwood extracts sell 
rather slowly, but no change in quotations is 
reported.

THE GLASS TRADE. 


Among the chief topics of interest in the 
glass trade in this city just now is the transfer 
of its headquarters by the United Glass 
Company from the East to Chicago and the 
selection of a western man as its chief ex- 
ecutive officer. Both ot these important 
steps, as has been intimated in previous 
letters, have been expected by Chicago glass 
men for some time past, and have occasioned 
little surprise. The company’s Offices, which 
are located on Wabash avenue, near Congress 
street, are to be formally opened for business 
on Monday next. The elevation of Mr. Catlin 
to the presidency is regarded, so far as the 
West is concerned, as a fortunate selection, 
inasmuch as he is widely known and generally 
popular all through the territory west of the 
Alleghanies. 


It is reported here, on what seems to be 
credible authority, that the same company 
is contemplating the erection of a plant for 
the manufacture of plate glass at some point 
in Indiana, probably Pendleton, a small town 
some thirty miles northeast of Indianapolis. 
The wisdom of such a step at this time is 
variously viewed from various standpoints. 
Those who are disposed to criticise base their 
strictures upon the assumption that some of 
the more important plate glass works are not 
running to their full capacity, despite the 
withdrawal of a foreign house from the 
American market. On the other hand it is 
asserted thut under the present tariff there is 
no inherent reason why American manufac- 
tures cannot market an overplus of produc- 
tion in European markets. 


The recent advance in window glass de- 
termined upon by the Western Association 
meets with the hearty approval of the city 
trade, who regarded it as justified both by the 
enhanced cost of articles used in the process 
of manufacture and in shipping, but also by 
the relation of the supply to the demand. 
Western stocks are low, so far as manufac- 
turers are concerned, and, generally speak- 
ing, as regards second hands as well. The 
former report a difficulty in filling orders, in 
which statement they are corroborated by the 
latter, who characterize the demand as ex- 
cellent. Some interest is expressed as to the 
probable action of the United Co. people in 
reference to following the lead of the West- 
ern Association in the matter of prices. It is 
opined that the former company is not carry- 
ing much glass just now, but that a satisfac- 
tory market will not be disturbed from that 
quarter. Some close observcrs even predict 
that another advance is imminent.

CUSTOMS DECISIONS. — 


NAPTHIONATE OF SODA A CHEMICAL COM- 
POUND. 

The treasury department received a letter 
transmitting the appeal of Messrs. W. J. Math- 
eson & Co. from a decision assessing duty at 
the rate of 25 per cent ad valorem on certain 
napthionate of soda imported by them per 
Holland, May 8, 1889. 

The appellants claim that the merchandise 
in question is dutiable at the rate of 20 per 
cent ad valorem, under the provision of T. I., 
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81, for products of coal tar, such as naptha, 
benzine, benzone, dead oil and pitch. 

From the special report of the appraiser on 
this appeal it appears that napthionate of 
soda is not such a product of coal tar as those 
enumerated in the paragraph of the tariff re- 
ferred to by the appellants, but is a combina- 
tion of napthionic acid produced from napth- 
aline (which is a product of coal tar) with 
soda, which is neither directly nor remotelya 
derivative of coal tar. 

The napthionate of soda in question being 
clearly a salt or chemical compound not speci- 
ally enumerated or provided for in the tariff, 
is, in the opinion of the department, properly 
dutiable at the rate assessed, under the pro- 
vision of T. L., 92, for such compounds of 
salts. The decision is therefore affirmed. 


80-CALLED AVENARIUS THEEROL. 

The Treasury Department is in receipt of 
letters transmitting the appeals of Messrs. 
G. W. Sheldon & Co. from assessment of duty, 
at the rate of 25 per cent. ad valorem, on cer- 
tain so-called “avenarius theerol,”’ imported 
by appellants per Pennland, May 2, 1889, and 
Noordland, May 29, claimed by them to be en- 
titled to free entry by similitude to various 
oils named in the free list, or to be dutiable at 
10 per cent. ad valorem, under T. I., 80, or at 
20 per cent. ad valorem, under T. I., 81 or 83 
and returned by the appraiser as “distilled 
oil,” under T. I., 92. 

From the special report of the appraiser it 
appears that the merchandise in question is 
not similar to any of the oils named in the 
free list; is not coal tar, crude; is not a pro- 
duct of coal tar; is not a preparation of coal 
tar, nor acolor or dye (T. I., 83), but is an oil 
distilled from wood. 

Said oil being a distilled oil, and not being 
specially enumerated or provided for, was 
properly classified under T. I., 92, and the 
assessment of duty accordingly is aftirmed. 


SO-CALLED BIRCH TAR. 

The Treasury Department is in receipt of a 
letter submitting the appeal of Messrs. 
Fritzsche Bros. from assessment of duty at 
the rate of 25 per cent. ad valorem on certain 
so-called birch tar imported by them per 
Australia, July 5, 1889, and claimed to be 
dutiable at the rate of 10 per cent. ad val- 
orem under the provision for “wood tar,” in 
T. I., 79. 

The appellants state that the article in 
question is known only in Europe as birch 
tar, while in this country it is sometimes im- 
properly called oil of birch tar, crude, and 
that it is, in fact, a wood tar or empyreumatic 
oil, a product of dry destructive distillation, 
and entitled to entry under the provision for 
wood tar above cited. 

The appraiser reports that a sample of the 
article was submitted to chemical analysis 
and found to consist of a distilled oil present- 
ing strong indication of having been obtained 
from the birch, and that it has none of the 
characteristics of tar, being of less density 
and easiiy removed from the hands by the use 
of soap, while tar adheres tenaciously. 

From the statement of the importers, as 
well as the report of the appraiser, the De- 
partment is satisfied that the article was 
properly classified as a “distilled oil” under 
T. I., 92, and the assessment of duty thereon is 
affirmed. 


** PLUM-PASTE” A COAL-TAR COLOR. 

The Treasury Department is in receipt of a 
letter reporting further upon the appeal of 
Mr. A. Klipstein from assessment of duty, at 
the rate of 35 per cent. ad valorem, on certain 
so-called ‘“ plum-paste,” imported by the 
appellant per Waesland, June 4, 1889, claimed 
by him to be dutiable at 10 per cent. ad valo- 
rem as extractsand decoctions of dyewoods, 
etc., or at 25 per cent. ad valorem as a color or 
a chemical compound, under T.I., 87 or 92, 
and returned under T. I., 82, as a coal-tar 
color. 

From the special report of the appraiser at 
your port it appears that asample of so-called 
“plum-paste,” identical in every respect with 
the merchandise in question, was found, upon 
analysis by the United States chemist at your 
port, to be a coal-tar color. 

Said merchandise, being a coal-tar color, 
was properly classified under the provision for 
coal-tar colors in T. I., 82, and the assessment 
of duty accordingly affirmed. 


CONSULAR CERTIFICATES MAY BE WAIVED AS 
TO INVOICES OF GOODS FROM PACASMAYO, 
Ina letter dated the 16th instant, the Secre- 

tary of State informs the Department, at the 

request of Messrs. Lanman & Kemp, of New 

York that the consular agency at Pacasmayo 

was abolished by an order issued on August 

30, 1887, since which time there has been no 

consular office there. 


In view of thisinformation, and of the state- 
ment made by Lanman & Kemp in a letter 
that they are importing goods fsom the above 
named port, under invoices certified by two 
merchants, the collector is hereby authorized 
to add the name of Pacasmayo to the list of 
ports from which merchandise may be admit- 
admitted to entry upon invoices by mer- 
chants. 

ABSTRACTS OF CONSULAR CERTIFICATES TO 

INVOICES. 

The instructions of Department circular of 
September 15, 1886, appear to have been, in 
part, overlooked in the preparation of month- 
ly abstracts of consular certificates to in- 
voices. Consular officers’ returns show quite 
a number of authentications to invoices of 


“Returned American goods,” and of “Re- 
turned empty boxes, bags, barrels, etc.,” 
which have not been reported by customs 
officers according to the requirements of said 
circular. The fact that such certificates are 
not required to be issued in triplicate and to 
be sent by mail to collectors, like invoices 
of general merchandise, may account for the 
omissions of customs officers to report them 
in some cases. 

Collectors are requested to include in their 
abstract for the current month of September 
all certificates of the character named which 
have been presented for entry during the 
present calendar year, and which have’ not 
been heretofore reported in monthly abstracta, 


MISCELLANEOUS. 








Buying Proprietary Medicine Rights. 


One of the latest reports concerning the 
lines of business in which English capitalists 
desire to invest their money involves the pur- 
chase of a number of proprietary medicine 
concerns in this country. A statement pub- 
lished last week in the daily press represented 
thatasyndicate had already made offers to 
several firms in this city, through its agent, 
Thomas H. Wagstaff. His son was seen about 
the matter, and he said: “There is no syndi- 
cate in the matter atall. A number of Eng- 
lish capitalists, with whom we correspond, 
have, upon our representations, determined 
to buy out some of the firms making patent 
medicines, if their terms are accepted. Offers 
were made several months ago, but as yet 
nothing has come ofthem. In case the firms 
which have been approached decide to sell 
out, the present proprietors will be retained 
in the management fer from three to five 
years.”” Mr. Wagstaff said he was not at lib- 
erty to name those for whom the negotiations 
were being carried on, or the firms of whose 
business they desired to gain possession.

The Advance in Window Glass. 


Speaking of the second advance of 5 per 
cent in the price of American window glass 
the National Glass Budget says that that ad- 
vance placed the price of glass only 5 per cent 
above what it was last June, when the fires 
went out. The first advance only equalized 
the cut announced by Chambers & McKee 
during the summer stop. At that time it 
looked as though the other manufacturers 
would be unable to stand the cross fire ofa 
lower selling price of giass, and an increase in 
wages asked for by the men. A long and bit- 
ter struggle was expected, and the Jeannette 
firm thought to reap the benefit. The manu- 
facturers change of base in granting the de- 
mand for wages, disconcerted this plan. The 
advance proposed by Chambers & McKee was 
startling. Yet such an advance would have 
been secured much earlier but for the bear 
tactics of the Jeannette firm at an earlier pe- 
riod. Asit now is one cannot tell whether it 
is sincere or tricky. Chambers & McKee are 
running two tanks now, but men are changing 
continually, and it is hard to keep the places 
filled. 

A third advance has taken place within the 
week bringing the price in Pittsburg up to 
80% discount on single and 80 & 5% on double. 
The last advance, like those which preceded 
it, originated with the Jeannette people, and 
will doubtless be followed at once by the other 
manufacturers. 


In an interview with a Pittsburg reporter a 
well known Western agent said that the pres- 
ent condition of the window glass business 
fully warranted a further advance in rates, if 
any such was contemplated. The gentleman 
further stated that the demand for tank glass 
was so great, owing to its superior quality and 
finish, that he could never keep ahead of his 
orders. He said that the old-fashioned pots 
stood no chance with the more modern 
method.

Meeting of the American Cotton

elements of one of the best 'egitimate enter- 
prises ever projected in this country.

Your trustees have commended the policy 
of the companies accumulating their earnings 
to give them a good working capital, the pos- 
session of which has enabled them to meet 
the rapid growth of their business, and de- 
rive the best results from their operations. 
Thia capital, which is now held by the various 
corporations, has made them stong, given 
them substantial credit and confidence in the 
banking community. From time to time it 
has become desirable for the trustees and offi- 
cers to facilitate the liquidation of certain of 
the companies, and to acquire the property of 
other companies engaged in the business, and 
to consent to the change of form of the cor- 
porations.

The volume of business in these several de- 
partments aggregates $24,486,140. Each of 
these deparsments is in excellent condition 
end intelligently administered. Referring to 
the crushing department, as an illustration, I 
have the pleasure to report that the crushing 
capacity of the companies has been increased 
during the past year 733 tons per day. This 
has been brought about by improved ma- 
chinery and more intelligent business methods, 
At the same time the cost of manufacture 
has been correspondingly decreased. 

The foreign oil busines has been increased 
largely in every direction during the past 
year, and never in the history of the business 
has the foreign demand been so great. The 
cake and meal are being extensively used in 
this country andin Europe both as a food 
product and as a fertilizer. New fields for its 
use are being opened, and the salesare in- 
creasing. The soap stock, once a by-product 
and of a trifling value, is becoming a promi- 
nent factor in the business, From the yery 
refuse of the oil, soaps of an excellent quality 
are now being manufactured and their brands 
established throughout the world. This de- 
partment is but in its infancy, and will soon 
add largely to the revenues. A change in 
that department during the past year, has 
brought about an increase of over 200,000 over 
the previous year. The cotton seed hulls, for- 
merly to alarge extent thrown away, have 
been adoptod for use asfuelin the various 
factories, also for cattle food and paper stock, 
which give promise of large revenue. The 
hulls alone as fuel save in their coal equiva- 
lent many thousand dollars per annum. But 
even more profitable use of these hulls is being 
studied out in various other departments, and 
l indulge the hope that we will before long be 
able to report an even larger commercial 
value of this by-product. 


The insurance department is a further illus- 
tration. By improved methods, inaugurated 
during the past two years, there have been 
saved $407,754, which, under prior methods 
would have been paid to insurance companies. 
Of thissum, $197,354 was saved during the past 
year, and there is in addition a special surplus 
insurance fund in reserve of $114,727. 


The improved method of crushing this year 
is giving greater results in the yield of oil per 
ton than last. The former method for the 
transportation of the oil has been in barrels. 
This entails additional expenses for cooper- 
age, leakage, handling and freightage. The 
companies have inaugurated a system of tank 
car service, transporting oil in cars made for 
the purpose, and a large saving has thus been 
made. The lard business has been most vici- 
ously attacked by business rivals, but the pro- 
duct has held its own and gained in public 
favor. In every department economies in 
business methods and procedure have been 
gradually going on during the past two years. 
It gives me pleasure to say that all these 
properties that are in active operation are in 
magnificent condition, and in such excellent 
order as to require less outlay in annual main- 
tenance than formerly. The very best and 
most improved machinery is in use in all de- 
partments. They comprise the largest crush- 
ing and refining mills in the world. The best 
and most intelligent men are in immediate 
charge, and all the properties are in excellent 
business shape and standing. Their geo- 
graphical location is perfect, having relation 
to the seed-producing sections and the trans- 
portation subject. Every single property is 
free and clear of lien or encumbrance of any 
kind. Every a_tive company has an excellent 
local credit of its own and is in good standing 
and business favor in its locality. 

While these improvements and economies 
have been going on, and the business strength- 
ened, they have been steadily beset by sev- 
era) injurious influences. Against the refined 
lard interest a most malicious attack was 
made throughout the last Congress by the 
rivals in the trade—representatives of the 
hog lard product. The refined lard interest, 
however, turned the tables on the attacking 


and wholesome vegetable cotton oil over the 
filthy product of the hog, and exposed the 
latter in all its nastiness and hypocrisy. So 
grave was the expose of the hog that the in- 
vestigation was cut short. The same general 
kind of attack was made in various States of 
the Union: but in Congress, and in each and 
every State where the merite of the question 
were gone into, all adverse legislation was 
prevented, and the refined cotton seed lard 
interest was protected. Not only were all these 
hostile movements successfully defended, 
but I have the satisfaction of reporting that 
they resulted in establishing the superiority 
of cotton seed oil as an edible fat, and giving 
its merits wider publicity and recognition. 
It is pleasant to note that our products were 
awarded the gold medal at the Paris Exposi- 
tion. 

Against the properties themselves, in Louis- 
iana, Texas, New York, and otherstates, ene- 
mies of the trust have instigated litigation 
and legislation designed to cripple the com- 
panies; but in that respect also the gentlemen 
in charge of those subjects have proved equal 
to the emergency, and every single hostile 
movement has been defeated, and the proper- 
ties preserved from unscrupulous politicians 
and damagogues. The greatest vigilance has 
been required and has been given. You are to 
be congratulated that the various difficulties 
I have alluded to have been overcome, but we 
cannot but recognize that in the peculiar 
position of these companies they are embar- 
rassed and hampered in their commercial rela- 
tion by the matters I have now referred to, by 
not being in amore legally concentrated form, 
where they may be represented by a single 
board instead of, as now, by so many different 
boards. I consider it my duty to suggest that 
you place yourselves in a stronger business 
position, so as to avoid the distractions to 
which I have referred. Having studied care- 
fully the ramifications as well as the workings 
of the various properties for the past two 
years, I have no hesitation in saying that by 
further concentration, greater economies can 
be secured and your interests better subserved. 

Upon motion of Mr. W. N. Cromwell the fol- 
lowing resolutions were unanimousiy adopted :

Cotton Oil Trust certificates, assembied at the 
annual meeting and representing $34,818,000

A Proposed Convention of Lead Pro- 
ducers. 

Acall for a meeting of American lead ore 
producers, smelters, refiners and others inter- 
ested in the prosperity of the mining industry, 
has been issued by Mr. Wm. F. James, Presi- 


‘dent of the Utah Ore Producers’ Association. 


It will be held in Salt Lake City on the 20th 
inst. The purposesfor which the meeting is 
called are as follows : 

1. To decide upon ways and means to gain, 
by united action, the protection of the great 
lead mining industry to which it is by law 
entitled, and which is withheld from it by the 
recent ruling of the Treasury Department. 

2. To consult and determine what united 
action shall be taken by the lead mining States 
and Territories with regard to the National 
Silver Convention to be held at St. Louis, Mo,, 
on the 27th day of November. 

** We are all aware,” says Mr. James, ** that 
the ruling of the Treasury Department, if per- 
sisted in, will be fatal to our industry, but we 
are also confident that we can by united and 
judicious action obtain a just protection for 
lead mining. To attain thisend unity of action 
is essential. 

“It is thought by some that the silver con- 
vention at St. Louis offers a favorable oppor- 
tunity to present our case in behalf of lead 
and gain powerful influence for our cause. 
Others, on the contrary, feel that a represent- 
ation of the lead mining interests at that con- 
vention would be ill-advised and possibly in- 
jurious to the lead industry. 

“Considering the diversity of opinion, it is 
deemed best by all that those representing 
that industry should meet prior to the silver 
convention and arrive at unanimity of opin- 
ion, that no false step may be taken, and that 
the action of delegates from the lead mining 
districts at that convention may be upon well- 
defined lines and have all the weight of united 
and organized strength. 

“It is important that delegates from all 
communities interested in the prosperity of 
lead mining should be present at the meeting 
herein called, either in person or by proxy. 
It is suggested that many delegates appointed 
to the siiver convention can conveniently 
attend this convention on their way to St. 
Louis, and where this cannot be done meet- 
ings should be held, and resolutions passed 
expressing the wishes of those interested, and 
delegates elected with power to appoint prox- 
ies resident here. 

“The ruling of the Treasury Department, 
while undeniably a disappointment, is not a 
decisive defeat. We are determined to con- 
tinue the fight, and several ways have been 
suggested and carefully considered by which 
it can still be won. Which one, or how many, 
of these ways shall be pursued is a question to 
be discussed and decided when our convention 
meets. It rests with us to redouble our efforts 
and compel a victory.”

Window Glass Tanks. 


The Belgian correspondent of the Nationa 
Glass Budget informs that paper that but few 
of the window glass tanks are running in Bel- 
gium. Some of the firms that have experi- 
mented with tanks have failed and gone out 
of blast. Others are preparing to abandon 
tanks altogether, and are tearing them down 








80 as to replace them with pot furnaces. Not 
less than sixteen pot furnaces are being put 
up around Charleroi by men who have been 
experimenting with tanks. “The day for 
large tanks in the window glass business will 
soon be numbered among the things that 
were,” says the Budget. “Even when the 
tank fever was at its height, it will be remem- 
bered that those who were running tanks had 
some small pot furnaces from which to make 
their good glass. The statement of Mr. H. C. 
Dickson on returning from a European trip 
as quoted in a newspaper interview, to the 
effect that 80 per cent. of Belgian tank glass 
was A glass, could scarcely have been correct- 
ly reported. The statement of importers 
who have watched the deterioration of Bel- 
gian glass strongly contradicts this report. 
Mr. Dickson would naturally be inclined to 
look favorably upon tank building. His 
business interests would be promoted by their 
adoption, and as the builder of the world- 
famous Jeannette tank, he must naturally 
have a deep interest in that experiment.”

Extensive Opium Smuggling. 


; Reports from San Francisco and to the ef- 

fect that during the past six months a gang 

i of smuggiers have been making a very hand- 

: some profit out of the opium traffic, and that 
an investigation has brought to light some 
astounding figures, which place the loss to 
the government through fraud at nearly 
$400,000. 

It appears that the largest and most exten- 
sive firm in the Chinese Empire dealing in and 

exporting opium is the house of Sing Wo & 

‘ Co., of Hong Kong. Upon the sailing of every 
steamer from China to San Francisco this 
company forwards to its agents in the latter 
city a detailed statement of amount of opium 
shipped. 

A prominent Chinese merchant of San Fran- 
cisco has taken an inventory of the shipments 

i made by Sing Wo & Co, during 1888 and for 

the present year. Last year 1845 boxes were 

shipped. So far this year 923 bbls were 
shipped. During the first six months of 1889 
the amount of opium imported was valued at 
$62,000 about $334,400 being paid to the 
government forduty. From July 1 of the 
present year to date the opium duties have 
only amounted to $34,130. These figures 
demonstrate that scarcely any opium has 
been received through the San Francisco 
Custom House since July, as compared with 
reeeipts during six months previous. 

The net loss to the government in custom 
duties alone during last half of 1889 will ap- 
proximate $400,000, There is no decrease in 
theamount of opium consumed. On the 
other hand it is to be presumed that the con- 
sumption is greater than ever, and as smug- 
glers furnish all the opium not brought 
througn the Custom House the ring has dur- 
ing the last six months been making a profit 
of over $92,000 a month.

Adulterated Drugs in Massachusetts. 


In his report to the Massachusetts State 
Board of Health, Dr. Bennett F. Davenport, 
the State analyst, says that 862 samples of 
drugs were submitted to him during the past 
twelve months. Of these, 228, or 26°4 per cent, 
were found not to be of their proper quality, 
as required by the statutes. This is an im- 
provement upon his last year’s report, which 
was itself un improvement upon that of the 
preceding year. As before stated in these re- 
ports, these perceutages, however, indicate 
only the proportion of poor samples actually 
found among the suspected articles collected, 
and do not apply to all the articles sold in the 
drug trade generally. 

Among the drugs examined were 50 samples

Of the 20 samples of compound spirits of 
ether examined, but 9 contained any ethereal 
oil, its most important ingredient. The one 
sample of ethereal oil examined was found to 
be the light instead of the heavy oil, as it 
should have been. Of the 22 samples of alco- 
hol examined, all were found to be of stand- 
ard quality. Of the 23 samples of distilled 
spirits, brandy and whiskey examined, but 12 
were found to be of fair stand quality, and 
not one of these was a brandy. 

“In a previous report,” continues Dr. 
Davenport, “I have stated that it had not yet 
been fairly demonstrated that the ordinary 
manufactured liquors were any more injuri- 
ous to the health of the consumers than the 
natural product. In this connection a paper 
read by M. Laborde before the French Acad- 
emy of Medicine, and reported in a late 
number of the Union Medicale, is of interest. 
His subject was the poisonous action of alco- 
holic liquors, especially the factitious, with 
conclusions founded largely upon laboratory 
experiments with the flavoring essences and 
bouquets used in the trade. He paid particu- 
lar attention to an ‘Essence de Noyau,’ a 
compound containing in each pint ninety 
grains of a ‘bouquet’ consisting of benzo 
nitrile and benzoic aldehyde. This ‘bouquet,’ 
whether taken internally or mereiy innaled, 
produced alarmingly deleterious effects. 
Among the substances used in the trade he 
classes the non-convulsivant substances as 
follows: 1. Those that may prove fatal, such 
as cinnamic aldehyde, cinnamate of ethyl], and 
the flavoring essences (essences-bouquets) of 
Irish whiskey, London gin, Holland gin, 
cherry brandy, Dutch bitters, and kirch. 2. 
Those that are not usually fatal, including 
the benzoates of amyle and of methy), acetate 
of amyl, the butyrates of ethyl and amyl, the 
succinates of ethyl aud of methyl, the 
malate, the valerianate, and the cenantbylate 
of ethyl, malate of methyl, acetal, methylal, 
amyltartaric acid, etc. 3. Those that are al- 
most harmless, such as the flavoring essences 
of rum, cassia, cognac, brandy, curacoa, kum- 
mel, maraschino, benedictine Paris anisette, 
grenadine, ete. The ill-rectified alcoholic 
spirit used in the manufacture of such liquors 
he thought was specially injurious, even if 
certain flavoring essences, those of rum, 
brandy, etc., were almost harmless. It is 
manifest, from his investigations, that all 
such products should be avoided by those 
having a due regard for their health. 

“Of the 53 sampies of red and white wines 
examined, only 7 were of the standard qual- 
ity required; that is, ‘fermented, unmoditied 
juice of the grape.’ All the rest gave evi- 
dence of being the product of the skill of ‘rec- 
tiflers,’ so called. 


“With the large quantities of oranges pro- 
duced in some of our States which cannot be 
profitably marketed as fruit, the manufacture 
of wine would seem to offer a satisfactory 
soiution for their being economized. A more 
nearly natural wine could thus be obtained 
for pharmaceutical purposes than now seems 
to be common in my experience. 


“Of chloroform and ether, 5 samples were 
all of good standard quality, likewise 2 of 
iodoform and 17 of chloral hydrate. Of the 


fixed and essential oils, 136 samples were ex- 
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a Chinaman appreciates more than being able 
to save the most trifling sum,and it is because 

of its being a trifle under the cost of Ameri- 

can oil that Russian kerosene is finding such 
demand in Shanghae. The trade is not 
yet two years old, yet the stock of 

Russian kerosene held in Shanghae to-day is 

larger than the other. There are at present 

some 277,000 cases of Russian oil held here, 

against 185,000 of American. The prices ruling 

as given in Mr, Bielfelds’s last report, are 

somewhere about 1.274% to 1.40 taels for Rus- 

sian and 1.50 taels for American. The arrivals 

from January to July thia year were about 

225,000 cases Russian, against 353,000 cases Am- 

erican, or, roughly speaking, the American 

oil is represented by 60 per cent. and the Rus- 

sian by 40. These figures speak for themselves. 

Five steamers of different nationalitie 

brought full cargoes of Russian oil from 

Batoum to Shanghae since the begin- 
ning of the year, and two more are On 
their way. The carrying capacity of these 
vessels is enormuus, and most of them have 
been specially built for the trade. They fly 

almost every flay, but principally the German 
and Italian. The Italian stiamer Palestro 
and the German stcamer Ehrenfels, which ar- 
rived here during the past month, brought 

respectively 99,800 and 84,000 cases, the first 
named being consigned to Jardine, Matheson 
& Co., and the second to the China and Japan 
Trading Company. The Italian steamer’s 
cargo was the biggest consignment of oil ever 
brought by any vessel to Shanghae. Looking 
back over previous customs returns, we find 
that the import ot American kerosene has 
dropped from 5.995.710 gallons in three months 
April to June, 1886 (when no doubt there was 
an oil boom which many of our readers will 
remember, perhaps, regretfully), to 1,857,200 
gallons, as per last return, while the Russian 
oil grew from nothing in 1887 to 2,250,440 gal- 
lons for the same period, according to the 
same authority. Of this quantity about half 
of the American anda third of the Russian 
are re-exported. The first attempt to place 
Russian oil in the local market was made early 
last year, Messrs. Jardine, Matheson & Co. 
being the pioneers in the trade. ‘hey soon 
had imitators, and now there are two other 
large firms engaged in the business, and two 
auctions of the Russian oil are at present held 
daily. The Chinese, as they always are of ine 
novations, were at first distrustful, but the 
superior quality of the article soon established 
its reputation, and the prices correspondingly 
improved. The principal, and, indeed, 
the only objection which the Chinese 
have tothe Russian oil is the irferior work- 
manship of the cases, which give great trouble 
and entail heavy loss in leakage, while the 
American tins are very strong and well fin- 
ished. We would be sorry to see the Ameri- 
can trade crushed by its new rival, but we 
suppose that it is a contest of the survival of 
the fittest, or rather the cheapest, in this as 
in every other struggle in human affairs. We 
imagine, too, that with the present energetic 
governor of Formosa at the head of affairs 
we shall some day hear of the development of 
the oil deposits of that wonderful island, and 
the discovery of the petroleum wells in the 
interior of Formosa which Mr. Dodd made 
years ago, will prove another source of reve- 
nue to His Excellency Liu Ming-Chuan. Mr. 
Charlies Marvin, in that highly interesting 
volume “The Region of Eternal Fire,” writing 
of the oil supply at Baku, which he terms 
“the real base of Russian operations against 
India,” and, contrasting the resources of the 
Russian with those of the American oil sup- 
ply, says that he saw four hundred wells 
around Baku, all at different depths, and 
therefore apparently springing from inde- 
pendent reservoirs. Some of these wells 
varied in depth from 259 to 580 feet, while one 
well which had been worked for generations 
was Only 70 feet below the surface. The fa- 
mous Droobdja fountain well, spouting oil 300 
feet high at the rate of 2,000,000 gallons per 
diem. came from a depth of 574 feet, which 
shows the enormous natural forces which must 
have been at work below, while all around were 
small wells of 300 feet deep, throwing up 








amined, and only 13 found not to be of tair 
standard quality. Of menthol, 20 samples 
were all found to be of the proper quality, 
likewise 9 bismuth salts, 23 samples of the 
more common powdered drugs, 11 glycerine, 
10 honey, 2 licorice, 1 each of syrup, hydro- 
bromic acid, lemon juice, and musk, 2 each of 
aloes, benzoic acid and Epsom salts, and 4 of 
tannic acid. Of saccharated pepsin, 18 sam- 
ples had 12 which were not nearly of the 
proper activity. Of saccharated carbonate of 
iron, 4 samples, all but one were of good 
quality. Of 13samples of potassium iodide, 11 
had an excess of chloride present. Of 49 
samples of potassium bitartrate, 2 were not 
the true sali; the one being an acid phosphate 
of lime mixed with starch, and the other had 
60 per cent. of gypsum. Of 61 samples of 
powdered spices, but 4 contained foreign ad- 
mixture.” 


A sample of liquid beef tonic, which is ad- 
vertised as being “superior to all other prepa- 
rations in the treatment of the alcohol and 
opium habits,” was found by Dr. Davenport, 
upon assay to contain 26.5 per cent. by vol- 
ume of alcohol, and to be thus stronger than 
the strongest natural wine. 


Samples of a widely advertised face cream a 
balm and a lotion, all made by the same firm, 
were examined, and all found to contain mer- 
cury, probably in the form of corrosive sub- 
limate. A much lauded tonic, made by this 
firm, was found tobe an ordinary strongly 
fortified wine, containing a considerable 
quantity of the alkaloid cocaine. This aika- 
loid acts asa nerve stimulant, and is derived 
from coca, the habitual use of which, accord- 
ing to the U. 8S. Dispensatury, “is said readily 
to grow upon the person, and finally the in- 
veterate excessive cova-chewer can be recog- 
nized by his uncertain step, general apathy, 
sunken eyes, surrounded by deep purple are- 
olas, his trembling lips, green and crusted 
teeth, and excessively fetid breath, with pe- 
culiar blackness about the corners of the 
mouth. Anincurable insomnia is apt to be 
developed, emaciation becomes extreme, 
dropsy appears, and even death results in a 
condition of general marasmus.” 


A proprietary preparation, labelled “a non- 
intoxicating stimulant, possessing all the in- 
vigorating and sustaining properties of alco- 
hol, without its deleterious effects, It is a 
whiskey without its sting; a cure for drunken- 
ness, for it removes that craving thirst for 
drink that men find it so difficult to resist,—” 
was, upon examination, found to contain 28°2 
per cent. by volume of alcohol. Yet this 
preparation has been very extensively adver- 
tised in the daily papers. 


Samples of a hair and scalp cleaner, alsoa 
hair grower, reputed to have remarkable 
properties, have been examined. The “clean- 
er’’ appeared to be simply a mixture of pow- 
dered borax and soap, and the “grower” a di- 
luted mixture of bay rum and possibiy some 
hamamelis and Spanish flies.

American and Russian Kerosene in 
China. 


REPORT BY CONSUL PETTUS OF NINGPO. 

I have the bonor to call the Department’s 

attention to a new factor in the import of 
kerosene oil. 


The American oil had no rival here for the 
past years; but this year Russia has exported 
to this port for the half-year ending wth of 
June 283,700 gallons. American oil, however, 
holds its own, as we exported in the same 
time 522,340 gallons. 


How much our oil trade in China will be af- 
fected by the new rival remains to be seen. 

I inclose a table of the imports of American 
oil for the years 1°85 to 1888, also the imports 
of oil for the half-year ending June 30. 

IT also inclose an editorial of the Shanghae 
Mercury of August 22 last on the same sub- 
ject.

in the Baku region. In 1883 two flowing wells 
at Baku threw up 30,000,000 gallons apiece of 
oil in two months, and they were finally plug- 
ged to “cork up” for future use. Nobel 
brothers, the Russian oil kings, and rivals of 
the Devoes, bave fourteen such gigantic 
reservoirs corked up, because the crue pe- 
troleum will not fetch more than a few pence 
a ton at Baku, and the deepest of these basins 
is only 800 feet from the surface, while in the 
Bradford region in America there are num- 
bers of wells, 2,000 or 3,000 feet deep, and one 
in West Virginia which is over 5,000 feet deep. 
The pipe line to Batoum, too, is what gives 
the Russian oil the great pull, while the Am- 
erican has nearly all to be sent, with conse- 
quent extra freight to New York for refine- 
ment, whence it is almost exclusively shipped, 






One of the most striking features of recent 
customs returns is the immense and rapid 
growth in the import of Russiau kerosene oil 
into this country. Indeed judging by the 
leaps and bounds by which the new trade has 
advanced, one might, with reason, conclude 
that the American oil was giving way before 
that of the Moscovites. Brother Jonathan 
had surely needs bestir himself or the oil 
wells of Pennsylvania and other states will 
cease to supply this illuminant to the far east 
as they have done for years past. It is not 
hard to explain the reason of the progress of 


Russian oil here. It is somewhat cheaper than 
its older rival, and its sources of production at 
Baku are simply unlimited. There is nothing 
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Manufacture of Milled Toilet Soaps. 


Our French neighbors were the first to make 
use of the ingeniously constructed milling 
machines for the manufacture of high-class 
toilet soaps. On the Continent and also in 
America this mode of manufacture soon met 
with the favor of the public; the products 
were successfully imported into the home 
markets and now due attention is paid to this 
system by the English manufacturer. 

Those acquainted with the make and supe- 
riority of milled soaps will agree with us that 
they will also obtain here an important place 
amongst toilet soaps, and the following lines 
concerning their manufacture will no doubt 
interest our readers. 

Besides making use of a perfect soap stock, 
being especially composed for the purpose, 
there are many points, trifling in themselves, 
to be observed in order to obtain satisfactory 
results. 

As the details of preparation of the stock 
are important enough to form another chap- 
ter, we here propose to point out the chief 
rules to be observed to turn out a faultiess 
article. 

The machinery ought to be of good con- 
struction and finish, and where large quanti- 
ties are to be manufactured, say from three 
ewt. per day and upwards, a crushing machine 
with four granite rollers, is to be recom- 
mended, as it works quicker and brings the 
milled soap into the hopper again ready to 
pass through the mill once more. A twoor 
three-roller machine involves an additional 
amount of manual labor occasioned by re- 
turning the milled soap into the machine 
five to eight times. There are two differ- 
ent squeezing machines, the hydraulic, 
and the machine, the action of which is based 
upon a screw of decreasing pitch that, in ro- 
tating, presses the soap into a smaller and 
smaller compass. The latter machine is more 
generally used, and we mention here thata 
good deal dedends upon the good construction 
and workmanship of the screw and its sur- 
rounding case, in which it bas to fit tightly. 

For stamping milled soap, a screw press 
ought to be used in preference. These 
presses, though not working as quickly as 
lever presses, have the advantage of impart- 
ing a higher and more sudden pressure; in 
consequence the tablet is firmer and not so 
liable to shrink ; also the appearance is im- 
proved by a higher polish or gloss. 

This being said with regard to the machin- 
ery, we may be allowed to proceed to the 
manufacturing part: The soap, after being 
cut into bars of convenient size for the re- 
ceiver of the bar-shaving machine, should be 
exposed to the air in a dry and lofty place for 
three or four weeks; by this time the 
soap is seasoned and ready to be cut into 
shavings. The knives of the rotary cutter 
should be readjusted from time to time, as by 
the waste of the blades the shavings become 
thicker, and this prevents their even and 
effectual drying. 

The shavings are spread on perforated trays 
or frames with a canvas bottom, and then 
dried in a specially constructed drying room 
which is heated by steam or gas. A tempera- 
ture of 80° to 100° Fah. is required and after 
two days drying the soap will be found 
sufficiently dessicated to undergo the pro- 
cess of milling. The characteristic sign of the 
shavings being dry enough is, that they will 
have lost their elasticity to such a degree as to 
break easily unner a moderate pressure. 

Before bringing the required weight of 
dried shavings into the mill it is well to make 
sure that the rollers are properly adjusted, 
and are neither too loose nor too tight. The 
following method of doing so is to be recom- 
mended, as well for its simplicity as for its ef- 
fectiveness: 

Insert a piece of cardboard, as thick asa 
playing card between the corresponding roll- 
ers, and with the aid of the regulating screws, 
bring the rollers sufficiently near as to just 
allow the cardboard to pass. If the rollers 
are thus adjusted the mill will work properly, 
that is, it will transfer all the soap taken by 
the first pair of rollers to the others and ulti- 
mately deliver it back tothe hopper in con- 
tinuous ribbons corresponding to the thick- 
ness of the cardboard employed for gauging 
the space between therollers. After the soap 
shavings have been passed through the mill 
once, the color is to be added and well mixed 
with the soap paste. It is advisable to dissolve 
the colors which are soluble in hot water or 
weak lyes; non-soluble colors must be added 
in the form of dry powder, but great care 
should be taken that the minimum quantity 
of dry color is well distributed berore mixing 
it with the paste. 

If the perfume is of no extraordinary vola- 
tility it is added at the second milling, but in 
using very costly and subtle essences, it is ad- 
visable to mix it with the soap after the third 
milling. After being milled five or six times 
the soap paste is a homogeneous mass in re- 
spect to the distribution of color and 
scent and to the thorough grinding of 
the paste. The soap is now brought 
into the feeder of the squeezing machine. 
The mouth-piece of this machine is provided 
with a waterbath and kept warm by gas dur- 
ing the work. The opening of the gauge- 
plate forming the section of the bar must be 
in such proportion to the mould in which the 
tablets are to be stamped as to fill it as much 
as possible. This prevents marks on the edges 
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of the tablets, a fault often to be noticed on 
milled soaps, which otherwise would be of 
perfect appearance. 

It is advisable to stamp the bars soon after 
their leaving the squeezing machine, they 
being then in a plastic state, and the impres- 
sion of thedye will rroduce a sharp casting: 
also the surface of the tablets appear smooth- 
er and of a higher polish. 

If the machinery, and especially the squeez- 
ing machine. is well constructed, and the 
above mentioned practical hints are observed, 
a good and high classarticle will be the result. 

The tablet thus obtained has from begin- 
ning to end a smooth and even surface and in 
spite of the hardness of the soap the tablet 
will have a soft velvety touch while in use. 

The color will be even and fast, the lather 
freeand abundant, but at the same time 
creamy, and the soap will not be wasteful, but 
on the contrary should last much longer than 
re-melted soap does. 

The soap should retain its full fragrance of 
perfume until the last, and must not split 
after being in use for sometime.—London 
Soap Maker and Perfumer. 


Oleomargarine in Massachusetts. 
REPORT OF THE STATE BOARD OF HEALTH, 


This article of food, notwithstanding the 
rigid restrictions under which it must be 
sold, if sold at all in the State, has attained a 
place of considerable importance as a food 
product. 

The two important questions,as to its health- 
fulness as an article of food and as to the 
proper regulation of its sale to prevent fraud, 
have already been reported upon by this 
board. So far as the former question is con- 
cerned, there appears to be but one opinion 
among the best authorities upon food ques- 
tions; that, when oleomargarine is properly 
made, of good and wholesome materials, it is 
a healthful article of food, and forms an im- 
portant addition to the food supply, But, 
since it resembles so closely another import- 
ant articie of food of greater money value, it 
is liable to be fraudulently sold in place of 
butter; and hence measures are taken to 
prevent such sales. both by state and by na- 
tional laws. 

The Board has carried out the rule which 
has been required during the past year, de- 
voting to oleomargarine such an amount of 
work as the importance of the case required, 
the statutes providing that three-fifths of the 
appropriation should be applied to the in- 
spection of milk and milk products.

The tax on wholesale dealers in Massachu- 
setts is greater than that of any other State, 
and that of retail dealers is exceeded only in 
Illinois. 

The number of manufacturers of oleomar- 
garine in Massachusetts, as returned in the 
report of the commissioner for 1888, was one, 
and of wholesale dealers, twenty-five. The 
number of retail dealers for 1888 was 405, as 
compared with 411 in the previous year.

Springfield 

The number of retail dealers changes con- 
siderably from year to year and from month 
tomonth. At the date of the present report 
it was about 400. 

The unusually large number of samples of 
butter and oleomargarine obtained during the 
year, and submitted to analysis—360—was due 
to the legislative order of the previous year, 
requiring a report to be made upon the sub- 
ject. 

While it is quite clear that there isa much 
better compliance with the requirements of 
the statutes as to the sale of oleomargarine 
than was found to exist during the first years 
after the enactment of such laws, there is 
still room for further improvement in some of 
the minor points. The provisions of the law 
which are most frequently violated are those 


which relate to the proper marking of pack- 
ages, both wholesale and retail. 

Manufacturers in neighboring States con- 
tinue to send oleomargarine into Massachu- 
sette marked with the word “Dairy” or 
“Creamery,” in violation of the statutes of 
this State. Convictions have already been 
secured against parties selling oleomargarine 
thus marked in massachusetts. Many dealers 
express their willingness to comply cheerfully 
with the law in every particular, while a few 
attempt evasion at every possible point. 

For the purpose of marking packages and 
wrappers it is quite common to use the rubbér 
stamp, instead of a distincly printed label. 
These rubber stamps are liable to abuse in 
many ways. The labels which are printed 
with them are rarely plain and distinct. Fre- 
quently the important words or portion of 
words are omitted by careless or intentionally 
imperfect stamping, and in some instances it 
has been evident that the first distinct im- 
pressions were rejected, and only the imper- 
fect labels were selected for use, In other 
cases the labels have been placed upon the in- 
side of the package instead of the outside, or 
they have been concealed in folds of the 
paper, or obliterated and rendered illegible. 


Reference has already been made to the 
change in popular opinion as to the question 
of actual harm from the consumption of oleo- 
margarine. Upon this point, Dr. Richards 
says, in the Annual Report of the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Reyenue tor 1388 (p. clxiii): 
“From a personal inspection of the large 
retail dealers in the cities visited, Iam con- 
vinced that whatever prejudice may have ex- 
isted, however erroneously, against oleomar- 
garine when the law first went into effect, has 
now for the most part disappeared, and the 
article is demanded and bought on its own 
merits by an increasing number of consumers. 
Some of these stores sell from one-half to one 
ton per week, even in spring, when butter is 
cheap, in quantities of less than ten pounds to 
any one person at one time, put up in pack- 
ages duly branded with the word ‘oleomar- 
garine,’ as required by the law and regula- 
tions. Cities like Boston with nearly two 
hundred and Chicago with four hundred retail 
dealers in oleomargarine give some idea of 
how extensively artificial butter is dealt in.” 

The protection afforded to the consumers in 
this State by three different sets of officers— 
the internai revenue officials, the inspectors 
of the State Board of Health, and the local in- 
spectors of cities—has undoubtedly restricted 
the fraudulent sale of oleomargarine to very 
narrow limits. 

Thirteen complaints were entered during 
the year, in which convictions were secured 
against all except two parties.

Phosphate and Phosphoric Acid. 


At the meeting of the Austrian Society of 
Chemical Industry, J. Stoklasa drew attention 
to the solubility in water of crystallized cal- 
cium tetrahydrogen phosphate. According 
to the volume of water employed, the salt is 
more or less decomposed into monohydrogen 
calcium phosphate and phosphoric acid, as 
shown below:

One part of calcium tetrahydrogen phos- 
phate, therefore, requires 200 parts of water 
for complete solution. The liberated phos- 
phoric acid was estimated by titration with 
decinormal soda and methyl orange, the total 
amount of phosphoric acid being determined 
with molybdic acid. The quantity of unde- 
composed phosphate in the filtrate from the 
monohydrogen calcium phosphate was calcu- 
lated from the amount of calcium found. 


The same chemist further mentioned a 
method of determining phosphoric acid in 
superphosphates, etc. 10 grms. of the super- 
phosphate are brought into a liter flask and 
the flask was filled to the mark. The solution 
is filtered, and 50 cc. of the filtrate are treated 
with ammonium citrate and magnesia mixture 
and shaken upfor 5 to 6 minutes; then a vol- 
ume of ammonia equal to one-fourth the 
volume of the mixture is added. The precipi- 
tated magnesium ammonium phosphate is 
collected, ignited, and weighed as pyrophos- 
phate. The ammonium citrate solution is 
made by dissolving 250 grms. of citric acid in 
500 cc. of water; 20 cc. of this solution, after 
neutralization with ammonia, are used for 
the test. The following results show the 
accuracy of the method:

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The Failure of the Baku Petroleum 
Deposit. 


Early in this year statements appeared in 
the papers as to the gradual failing of the 
Baku oil wells. These have been confirmed as 
a result of the careful exploration of the Baku 
district by A. M. Kouschin, a mining engineer, 


sent by the Russian government. He states 
that the Balachone-Sabuntschi naphtha occur- 
rence forms a definite basin, with well-defined 
boundaries, covering a surface of about fif- 
teen square kilometers. Its boundaries to the 
south and east are the lines of the out-crop- 
ping of the Aral Caspian limestone, to the 
west the mud volcano Bog-Boga and its spurs, 
and to the north the naphtha-containing sedi- 
ments are interrupted at the farms of the vil- 
lage Zabrat. An overstepping of this naptha 
zone has proven futile. The Nobel Company, 
who bored to the north by Lake Zabrat, ex- 
perienced absolute failure only. Other firms 
who bored on the western border of the Bala- 
chani district, on the southerly slopes of Bog- 
Boga, met the same negative results. A bor- 
ing beyond the southerly or eastern border is 
also totally without promise, as the naptba- 
containing sediments here would be overlaid 
by such a thick covering of limestone as to 
make a penetration impossible. So the terri- 
tory is perfectly defined. 

Just as the Balachone-Sabuntschi naphtha 
zone has a well defined superficial area, so it 
is found to have a definite depth, which has 
been settled by the borings of 1888-89 to be for 
Balachone, 200 to 300 meters; for Sabuntschi, 
800 to 400 meters, and for Romanow, 400 to 600 
meters. Below this depth, one strikes a rock 
which is destitute of light naphtha. The im- 
portant question, then, is what quantity of 
naphtha has nature accumulated in this Ba- 
lachone-Sabuntschi-Romanow basin? The 
solution of this question carries with it the 
decision as to when the naphtha of Baku will 
be exhausted. The Engineer Kouschin, on 
the occasion of conference with the producers 
at Baku, estimated that the original quantity 
held in this basin was four and a half milliards 
of poods (one pood = 16°4 kilograms). Reck- 
oning the output to date as one milliard 
poods, there is left three and a half milliard 
poods. This, Kouschin cunsiders, will last 
seventeen and a half years, with an annual 
production of 200,000,000 poods. In case the 
annual production is pushed, it will come to 
an end in correspondingly shorter time. The 
project of a naphtha pipe line he considers to 
be entirely impracticable, as the returns for 
seventeen years would not be sufficient to 
cover the cost. 

The failure of the wells at Balachone, where 
the deposits lie nearest the surface, and 
where the strongest oil fountains were found, 
and the absence of strong pressure at Sab- 
untschi, where the production is now cen- 
tered, has produced a crisis in the Baku refin- 
ing industries and the price of crude naphtha 
has risen to five kopecs per pood, the highest 
price for years. At the same time, the price 
of the stock of the Nobel Company has fallen 
in the St. Petersburg Stock Exchange, 
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Green Ultramarine. 


According to the researches of J. Philipp, R. 
Hoffmann, and K. Heumann, blue ultramarine 
is a definite chemical compound. The author 
has tried to prove first by analysis and after- 
wards by preparing derivatives from the 
green ultramarine that the latter also is a 
chemical compound and not a mixture. He 
analyzed three kinds of this substance obtained 
from two different sources. Under the micro-_ 
scope they appeared entirely homogeneous, 
they contained no free sulphur or iron, and 
were free from other admixtures. The results 
of the analyses were remarkable for the fact 
that all three agreed very well together. The 
author describes further some derivatives pre- 
pared from the green ultramarine, silver 
ultramarine, lead ultramarine, and zinc ultra- 
marine. From these experiments he draws 
the conclusion that green ultramarine is a 
definite chemical compound,

Coloring Matter from Coal Tar 


Products. 


This invention describes the production of 
a new fast brown coloring matter called 
“Essaeine,” by the action of sodium hydro- 
sulphite on dinitrosoresorcinol or its homo- 
logues, 22 Ibs. of zinc are digested for some 
time with 17 gallons of sodium bisulphite so- 
lution of 35° B., and 1 part by weight of this 
solution is added to 3 parts by weight of com- 
mercial dinitrosoresorcinol containing about 
25 per cent. of water. The mixture is con- 
stantly agitated when the temperature rises 
to about 57° C. and the reaction is completed 
in about one hour. The resulting liquid con- 
tains the essaeine and may be diluted as de- 
sired, Cotton requires to be mordanted, 
preferably with chromium, the shades pro- 
duced being, according to the patent, abso- 
lutely fast to soap, light and acids. It can 
also be dyed together with alizarine and when 
mixed with Coeruleine, Viridine, etc., to 
produce different shades, gives. colors which 
are said to be faster than when the essaeine is 
omitted.—Jour, Soc. Chem. Ind,

Vegetable Oils. 


The tone of the general market remains 


& od and changes are few. Linseed oil is firm, 


cotton oil irregular, olive oil easy, cocoanut 
oil steady and castor oil is in a favorable posi- 


tion for another advance. 


Linseed oil continues to occupy a firm posi- 
tion, and crushere have changed the price of 
raw Calcutta seed oil to 62c, which is an ad- 
vance of 2c per gallon. The quotation on raw 
domestic seed oil remains at 60c, The move- 
ment is reported fair. Western oil on spot is 
offering in a limited way at 58c, or 57c for 
car loads. As stated in our Chicago 
letter, the western crushers have 
granted the request of jobbers for more 
favorable terms, the new schedule adopted 
being as follows: for 50 bbls and upwards, 
56c; from 5 to 49 bbis, 57¢; less than 5 bbls, 58c; 
terms, 30 days or less, one per cent., cash in 
ten days. City crushers are receiving the 
market price for one bbl or 100 bbls, and 
make no discrimination between jobber 
orconsumer, They have not been asked to 
take similar action and it is considered ques- 
tionable if such a course is necessary here. 
The question of rebates on linseed oil was dis- 
cussed at the N. W. D. A. convention in 
Indianapolis, and the crushers were re- 
quested to arrange some plan by which 
the jobber would receive more 
consideration. In speakirg on this question 
a member made the erroneous statement that 
every mill was owned by the Trust, and con- 
tinuing, he said: “If any member of this 
association buys a car load of linseed oil to- 
day and the price goes off acent a gallon to- 
morrow, he has goi to lose it. Consequently 
we should take the position that in as much 
as the Trust controls the price, unless it is 
willing to give the jobber a profit com- 
mensurate with his risks it ought to be com- 
pelled to distribute the goods itself.” The 
action taken by western crushers at the in- 
stance of the Chicago Paint Club was, no 
doubt, the result of the sentiment expressed 
at the Indianapolis convention. 


The cotton oil trade is moderately active, 
the principal feature being the consummation 
of important contracts for the delivery of 
crude oil during the balance of the year. Fig- 
uring on prospective bnsiness is in progress 
with the understanding that 30c is the basis of 
operations fora prime grade of crude, Since 
our last issue 4,000 bbls changed hands at that 
figure for New York delivery. Receivers of 
oil considered it an extremely low price under 
the circumstances and they are unable 
to explain the why and wherefore, but 
at the same time they are prepared to make 
contracts at 3uc for crude and 37@a8e for 
prime summer yellow, either for prompt or 
future delivery. We hear from a good source 
in the South that considerable prime crude 
oil has gone West in tank cars, for which 2c 
was paid; it was purchased by large con- 
sumers, who do their own refining. Trans- 
portation in bulk isa growing feature in the 
primary markets, and being gradually en- 
larcged upon. Refined grades are uot receiving 
much attention, but they will comeinfora 
better show next month or later, when supplies 
are more ample and the demand more urgent. 
Summer white oil is seldom mentioned and 
the indications are that it will play no import- 
ant part in the business of this year. Winter 
yellow and white are quoted steady at 52@53c 
with a moderate request. Soap stock supplies 
will belarge fromthis time on, buta good 
portion has already been contracted for, and 
receipts for some weeks will be used to fill con- 
sumptive wants.

Ceylon cocoanut oil is firm at 554@534c, 
with sales of 39 tons on spot at the first named 
figure. For first vessel to arrive 5l¢c 1s 
named, and for December arrival 5.40c is 
quoted. Cochin oil is offered to arrive by 
steamer from London at 6%4c; the spot mar- 
ket is still bare of stock. 


Olive oil has an easy look but is still quoted 
at 71@78c, with little doing. The tendency is 
toward lower prices in sympathy with for- 
eign markets. Soap stock is held at 6c, but it 
is said that 534c would buy. 


Animaland Fish Olls. 

We may repeat the opinion expressed at the 
top of this column in last week's issue, as the 
indications still point in the direction of im- 
proved prices and improved business. 


Lard oil has not changed any in price since 
last writing, being still quoted at 55c for prime 
city. It is believed that a comparatively 
steady market will prevail for some time with 
the tendency upward. A foundation for this 
belief is to be found in the market for raw 
materials. 


The red oils are unchanged. No important 
sales are reported. 


The sperm and whale oil markets are at- 
tracting more attention from the fact that 
some very interesting information has been 
received from the Arctic fleet showing that 
up to October 7 only 45 whales had been 
caught. A conservative opinion limits 
the total number for the season at 
100, in comparison with 160 last year. 
The Japan or northeast fleet has al 
ready reported 50 whales, against 41 last 
year. The news from the Arctic had a ten- 
dency to strengthen the market. The most 
noticeable effect is on whalebone, which is 
now held at $5 per bh, without business. We 
hear of no fresh transactions in crude sperm 
oil. 

The last arrival of Japan oil at this port 
which has already been referred to twice in 
this column, turns out to be a good quality of 
unbleached whale oil, for which 36c. has 
been offered and declined. There are 500 
cases on spot and 500 cases afloat. Negotia- 
tions have been in progress for exporting the 
oil, but it is probable that the two lots will go 
into domestic consumption. The importation 
of Japan whale oil is not to bea regular thing; 
the cost of the articie is said to be above the 
market here. 


Menhaden fish oil is in more active de- 
mand and while 23c is said to represent 
the value of good merchantable, that fig- 
ure has been shaded for important quanties, 
as considerable business has been done on 
home and Eastern account, the sales since 
last issue aggregating 2,500 bbls. The inquiry 
is still reported good with the prospects fav- 
orable for more business of large dimensions. 
Accompanying the statement that fish are 


‘small and scarce, is the report that a vust body 


of large menhaden struck on the Jersey 
coast from the Highlands south to the Capes 
on the first day of this month. Steamers are 
now around Burnegat on their last cruise, 
while severa] others have laid up for the 
season,

Linseed oi] remains strong at 58c for car 
load lots. Turpentine has fluctuated only 
about le during the week, and the actual 
quotations are unchanged at this writing, 
Yhis market is neaily bare of turpentine. 
Mixed paints of all kinds are having a good 
call, and inside tinisu and wood preservatives 
arealso moving well. Several of our paint 
dealers and manufacturers, who make a spec’ 
alty of ship paints and materials to be applied 
to marine craft, [ understand are to have ex- 
hibits at the Internativna! Maritine Exhibition 
which opens in this city next Monday. 

As to gambier, the Mystic Belle’s stock, ex- 
vessel, is offered at 64,@65¢c. This gambier is 
in strong hands, Quotations on spot,and ex- 
store are 65g to 634c; No. 2 cubes, 9c, and No 
1 cubes, 1134 to ll}ge. 

Sumac is firm on spot. with a short supply. 
A steamer due next week will prvbably sup- 
ply all consumers for the time being. Quo- 
tatious on Sicily sumac are.ex steamer, $63@ 
7y, and for forward shipments $65270. Vir- 
ginia stiumac is stiilin strong demand. There 
seems to berather more offering from Vir- 
ginia, but prices are such that dealers do not 
care to take hold. Prices are: ex steamer, 
$658@56: for forward shipments, $51@54. 





Cutch is rather firmer, with & M., ex store. 
quoted at 54@5%c, and Siar B.. ex store, 63% 
@'34c ex vessel, 

Shellac has been very quiet this week also 
with small sales and fewatthat, Stocks re- 
main in ahout the same condition that I have 
previously noted, There have been some ar- 
rivals this week. but these have not affected 
the market, being sold to arrive, the most of 
it going into consumption. 

There are not many changes to note in the 
chemical market, Bleaching powder is quiet 
this week. at $1 724@1 75, according to brand. 
Stocks here are ratter light. Alkali is quite 
active, being quoted at about $1.20. Caustic 
s0da is unchanged. Chlorate of potash is 
quoted at léc.. duty paid. On the whole, the 
chemical market seems to be firm, though 
quiet, and bleach has the least demand just 
now Of any article on the list. Cream of tare 
tar is quiet at the recent advance, 

An even and quiet tone is the principal char- 
acteristic of the drug market, The jobbing 
trade is very fair, though not near what the 
trade would like to see it. Quinine is very 
steady at old prices, 29 to 30c. Opium is also 
steady at $3.40 to $4.45.duty paid. Camphor 
is very firm, and mauufacturers refuse to 
name prices for future delivery. Private 
cables received here yesterday announce a 
sudden advance of 10 per cent. on crude cam- 
phor in Japan, which favors a stronger mar- 
ket here. 

Trade in fish oils of all kinds is very slow, 
and sales are fewand far between. Menhaden 
43 moving slowly, and only ina jobbing way. 
The fishing season is just ending. and there is 
no glowing prospect for the immediate future. 
Lard oil i¢ moving more freely than for 
several months heretofore, and the market is 
firmer, 


Castor oil in cases has advanced about Kc. 
being now quoted at !5¥%c. In barrels the 
price is 1454c. There isa very good call for 
caster oil. Cotton oil is said to be firmer, but 
the firmness does not lead to more trade. The 
jobbers here quote crude. 38@ ic; prime sum. 
mer vellow, 5S0c; cooking, 50@52c; winter yel- 
low, 57c; winter white, 69v, 

There is not much tosay with regard to 
essential oils. Trade is fair, and all the differ- 
ent oils havea fair call, with the market only 
nominally active. 


Tallow is off a little on the middle grades. 
Gilt edge brands remain unchanged at 44@5c; 
middle brands, 4@ic. both of which are a lit- 
tle better than what the New York market is 
quoted at. Trade is very dull and no sales are 
being made, 


The logwood market remains in statu quo, 
though the indications are for higher prices, 
the market having advanced a little on the 
other side;hut there is no essential change here. 

Mr. W. W. Lawrence, president of the Pitts- 
burg, Pa., Paint and Oil Club, in a private 
letter received by a dealer bere, states that he 
shall not be able to visit Boston until the last 
of November, or the first week in Decemter.

fome weeks ago we published a letter from 
L. D. Galligan to the Oil Well Supply Com- 
pany of this city. Mr. Galligan is located at 
Baku, the center of the oi] country of Russia, 
and in his last letter he stated what, in his 
opinion, was the condition of production in 
that country. It wasa very fair letter from a 
gentleman who had carefully obeerved and 
drawn conclusiors from his observations, and 
those conclusions were, in the trade vernacu- 
lar, decidediy bullish, We here below give 
another letier from Mr. Galligan and also 
figures from the paper of Baku, which thor- 
oughly substantiate and confirm every bullish 
argument written before. 


The letter before created considerable com- 
ment among exchanges; even ove of the ' ng- 
lish organs went so far as to refer to it and 
bring in contraversion the report of an 
English consul located at or near Baku. The 
substance of this consul’s report was that the 
Baku fleld production was limitiess. How 
true his opinion is can be deduced from the 
facts here given: 

Baxv, Oct. 1, 1889. 
John Eaton, Esq: 

Dear Sir:—After along time waiting I have 
succeeded in getting some official figures of 
the Baku oil business, which I enclose and 
think you will readily understand, 


Notwithstanding there has been none of the 
old time large fountains during that time, 
there were several of less and more profitable 
ones—say from 2,v00 to 10,000 bbis, daily, these 
ranging in numbers from 1 to 10 ata time and 
lasting (at that rate) from one to two months. 
Besides these, in consequence of the increased 
prices, there have been added to the number 
of producing wells a large number of hereto- 
fore unprofitable ones, that produce from 100 
to2 0bbis. So that the result is a production 
as jarge as usual, The early part of the sum- 
mer there was really a scarcity of oii and an 
unusually good demand for it; so that the 
prices went from the usual figures (1% to 2 
kopecks per pood) to 56 and 6 kopecks, Two or 
three good-sized fountains, however, de- 
pressed the market a little, but not so much 
us might be expected, the prices now ning 
from 3 to 44% kop., according to quality and 
circumstances—tbis at the wells.

The above figures are 
given in poods, A harrel is equivalent to nine 
poods, Russia will have toshake herself and 
hustle before she can at all frighten America 
on the oil question. 


Mr. Galligan goes further and says that in 
the Spring prices became so low that opera- 
tions ceased. It may be safely said that Am- 
erican competition against Russia's inferior 
oil is the caus of that, while as we remarked a 
day or two ago, Russian investors laugh with 
glee when any cause forces the Amerl..an pro- 
duct up so that they may realize broader 
profits, 


The Russian fields now produce 1,790,090 bbis, 
per month, of very poor oil, just about what 
the flelds of this country produce of first-class 
oil.—Ou City Derrick.

This, how- 
ever, turned out to bea lJargeinvention, The 
latest intormation from the well makes her 
production in the neighborhood of 25 bbia per 
day. Some new work is under way in the im- 
mediate vicinity of the venture, The sand is 
jiard and gray, and was found 350 feet below 
the level of the Tiuna and Clarendon produc- 
fog rock.

Exports of Mexiean Silver-Lead Ore. 
REPORT OF CONSUL FECHET, OF PIEDRAS NE- 
GRAS. 

The exportation of silver-lead ores to the 
United States practically began at Paso del 
Norte in 1884 upon the completion of the Mex- 
icen Central Railway. This ore trade rapidly 
assumed large proportions, under the decision 
of the Treasury Department at Washington, 
establishing a value standard rather than a 
quantity standard for the determination of 
the classification of ores. 

The scarcity of lead fluxing ores in the cen- 
tral and southwestern mining regions of the 
United States, and the ranid extension of the 
business of smelting ores of the precious 
metals, had caused a demand for fluxing ores 
out of all proportion to the supply in the 
United States. 

There were found in Mexico very extensive 

deposits of lead carbonates, and not infre- 
quently associated with a lime and iron 
gangue or matrix. These earbonates have a 
wide range in their silver and lead values, 
carrying from 15 to 50 per cent. of lead and 
from 10 to 100 ounces of silver. In many cases 
high lead percentages are associated with low 
silver values. 
- The presence of lime and iron in quantita- 
tive excess makes these ores from Mexico 
very desirable, not so much for their silver 
and lead values as for the actual work such 
ores will perform in the smelting furnace. As 
an evidence of the wide distribution of these 
Mexican ores in the United States, they were 
shipped to Pueblo and Denvér, Omaha, St. 
Louis, Kansas City and Newark, N. J., as well 
as to points in New Mexico and along the 
frontier, where large smelting plants have 
been erected to treat Mexican ores in connec- 
tion with dry or non-lead ores from New 
Mexico and Arizona. No complete data are 
at hand showing annual vaiue and tonnage of 
this ore trade, but from a calculation based 
upon the export ore tonnage entering the 
United States at Eagle Pass, Tex., the total 
annual shipments for fiscal year ending June 
30, 1889, will approach $1,500,000 in value. 

That a trade of such large extent should 
have created and fostered great commercial 
activity is readily understood; that disastrous 
commercial results_have quickly followed the 
almost complete cessation of ore shipmens at 
Piedras Negras is natural enough. The Mexi- 
can Government, some three years since, ser- 
iously considered the advisability of imposing 
an export duty upon raw Mexican ores with a 
view of building up reduction works in Mex- 
ico, and it was understood that the then exist- 
ing doubt whether Mexico possessed a suffi- 
cient supply of coking coal and the high price 
of foreign coke caused the project to be aban- 
doned. With the development of the Sabinas 
coal field in the State of Coahuila near the 
line of the Mexican International Railway and 
the fair grade of coke made from the Sabinas 
coal, Mexico is now able to smelt its own ores. 

The outcry in Mexico against the circular 
of July 17, 1889, from the Treasury Depart- 
ment at Washington, comes principally from 
men engaged in the silver-lead ore trade, who 
have suddenly lost their market and have 
large sums of money invested in mines; these 
men are principally Americans. 

The railroads are also heavy losers in ore 
freights, and notably the Mexican Inter- 
national, the only railroad at present in 
Mexico said to be owned solely by American 
capital. 

The table accompanying this report is en- 
tirely computed from data taken from the 
consular invoices of the past year; it shows 
total tonnage and value per month and for 
entire year ending June 30, 1889, also the 
amounts paid for railway transportation of 
the ore from various points in the interior to 
frontier, and as a valuable indication in de- 
termining average grade for one year of this 
Mexican ore, the averages for each month 
and for entire year of the silver and lead are 
set forth. 

The growth of this ore trade is well seen by 
taking for comparison the first and last 
months of the year under examination; July, 
1888, 546 tons were shipped, and in June, 1889, 
4,125 tons were shipped. The railroad freights 
for the last month of year are $10,000 in excess 
of the value of the first seven menths’ ship~ 
ments. The value of ore shipped increased 
from $16,278.48 in July, 1888, to $163,879 in June, 
1889. An examination of the montbly ave- 
rages of silver and lead shows that in the 
months of Devember, 1888, and January and 
April, 1889, the relative proportions and 
values are such as to make the ore dutiable 
upon a valuation for lead of 1 cent less 
than the New York prices. Four as- 
sumed ratings for lead were taken: 1. The 
value now in force at our frontier custom 
houses of 1 cent less than New York price; (2) 
a value of 2cents per pound (this value was 
for a time fixed by collector at El Paso); (3) 14% 
cents per pound; (4) 1 cent per pound, The 
average monthly price for each month of the 
year for silver and lead, formed the basis of 
the computation. It will be seen that under 
an assumed value of 1 cent less than New 
York prices for lead 8,895 sons, or 44 per cent, 
of the annual tonnage, would have been duti- 
able the past fiscal year; at 2cents per pound 
7,296, tons or 36 per cent.; at 1% cents per 
pound, 5,293 tons, or 26 per cent.;and at 1 cent 
per pound but 557 tons, or 2 per cent., would 
have paid duty.

TUESDAY EVENING, Nov. 5, 1889. 

The drug market has been rather quiet 
since tne date of our Jast issue, which, how- 
ever, may be attributed to the fact that the 
interval covers the closing days of October 
and includes election day, when business is 
generally suspended. Naturally under such 
condition there have been comparatively few 
changes in prices, and such alterations as have 
been made were not as a rule of a particu- 
larly important character. Now that the 
N. W. D. A. convention is over and the 
members have once more settled down to bus- 
iness, the outlook for a revival of trade is con- 
sidered good. London mail advices to the 24th 
ult report a quieter market with few changes 
of consequence in prices. Camphor, castor 
oiland musk advanced,cascara sagrada was un- 
settled, peppermint oil was easier, as were 
also quinine and quicksilver. Regarding the 
cinchona syndicate, to which reference was 
made in our last, the London Chemist and 
Druggist says: It seems to occupy a good deal 
of attention in planting circles at Ceylon, and 
some people are apparently under the honest 
impression that it is g-ing to be a success. In 
the meantime the planters rather illogically 
grumble that the syndicate promoters propose 
to charge a higher rate for bailing and storage 
than has hitherto been paid, and one enter- 
prising firm of shippers in Colombo announce 
that they will continue to charge lower baling 
and shipping ratesand give greater money 
facilities than any offered by the syndicate. 
The estimates for the Cey!on cinchona ship- 
ments during the season just commenced are 
only 6,00),000 tbs, but it should not be forgot- 
ten that previous estimates have usually been 
very largely exceeded by the actual exports. 


A Java planter, who has just made the tourof 
Ceylon, thinks that, save on the Cannaverella 


estate, and perhaps in the Uva districts, there 


are practically no large expanses of cinchona 
culture left in (eylon, and thatin another 


four or five seasons the Ceylon cinchona pro- 


duction will have dwindled to insignificant 


figures. The Cannaverella estate he thinks a 
remarkably fine one, but he adds that in Java 
there are between 25,000 and 30,000 acres like it, 
containing vast numbers of rich Ledger trees, 
of which Ceylon has but few.

Mail advices are to the 
effect that holders had given upthe hupe of 
an advance and they were offering to make 
eoncessions. Later it was reported that pur- 
ehases on account of Ameiican buyers had 
checked the downward tendency and again 
gave tone to the Smyrna market. The stock in 
Smyrna ou October 12th was 1,300 baskets 
the arrivals to that d ate being 1,359 baskets 
compared with 2,814 at the same time las 
year. 

Quinine. 

The market for quinine has ruled quiet dur- 
ing most of the week, the report of the con- 
summation of the project to form a syndicate 
of Ceylon bark producers apparently having 
no affect here. There was absolutely no 
speculative interest manifested and the ab- 
sence of important demand created a 
rather easy feeling among holders, It 
is reported that a lot of 10,000 ounces, sold at 
a shade below 29c, but apart from this we 
heard of no business. Yesterday, however, a 
somewhat firmer tone was developed, owing 
to increased inquiry from buyers and the re- 
ports that the bark sale advertized to take 
place to-day in London, as well as the Amster- 
dam sale to be held next Thursday, would 
ghow comparatively small offerings and a 
probable advance in prices. To-day be- 
ing @ holiday the cable reports from 
the Londen sale were not re- 
ceived in time for insertion or comment in 
this issue. Gur next report will probably 
show a decided change based on the results of 
the two bark sales, though at this writing it is 
impossible to say in which direction the 
change will occur. At the close last night 
the market was firm at 29@3) as to holder and 
brand.

Miscellaneous. 

Alcohol continues in demand and the mar- 
ket may be written firm at $1 98@2, although 
occasional sales are made at a shade less, 
There have been no further developments in 
the West, the situation there being practically 
the same as it has been for several weeks. 

Borax is tending downward, under more 
liberal supplies. In carload lots, California 
refined has sold at 840, and jobbing lots are 
quoted at 854@8%4c. City is now offered at 
94@9%ec in small quantities, but for carload 
parcels 9c is named as acceptable. 

Castor oil remains firm at the recent advance 
under a fair jobbing demand. 

Norwegian cod liver oil is somewhat un- 
settled, owing to recent arrivals anda pres- 
sure to dispose of old stock.

Herbs and Leaves. 

In this department trading has been rather 
light but in other respects the position is 
practically the same as at the date of our last. 
Tinnivelly senna is beginning to sympathize 
with the improvement reported from the 
other side and prices are _ graduully 
ascending. Stocks of good quality 
have been pretty closely absorbed 
by consumers, but low grades are still in com- 
paratively plentiful supply.

13c the outside figure being now asked, Ginseng 
has been rather quiet the past week but prices 
are firmly maintained. Goldenseal root isstill 
tending downward and stock is now procur- 
able at 32@33c but buyers are not attracted 
and the market closes dull. Ipecac is easier 
at170@1 80c. Jalap is firm at lic. Jamaica 
ginger is firmer but not quotably higher and a 
good demand is reported. Senega is nomi- 
nally quoted at 37%c but it is intimated 
that bids of a shade less will be 
accepted. Buyers continue to hold off. 
Honduras sarsparilla continues firm, but 
there is little selling either on home or export 
account. The late arrival of thirteen bales 
was sold toa jobber at 30c. There has been 
an arrival of 100 bales of Mexican but it has 
had no effect upon the market, the quoted 
range still being 554@64c as to quantity and 
quality. Other roots are without quotable 
change and have only a moderate demand. 


: Seeds. 

The first of the new crop Italian anise seed is 
arriving and is held at 7c for unsifted and llc 
for sifted, The new seed is bright but small. 
Cardamoms are advancing. For prime bleached 
Mangalore, Ceylon and Mysore the quoted 
range of priccs is 85c@$1 25. Alleppy and Mal- 
abar have almost entirely disappeared from 
this market. The new crop of fennel seed 
was small but of good quality. Small arrivals 
that have taken place sold at 104@12c as to 
quality. Celery seed is now quoted at 10@llc. 
A recent decision of the United States Circuit 
Court places’ this article on the free 
list. For yellow California mustard seed 
there is more demand and the market is 
firmer at 34@3\c., as to quantity.

The easier feeling among holders of shellac, 
to which reference was made in our last, ap- 
pears to be more marked at this writing, 
though it is confined entirely to large lots, 
Jobbing parcels being firmly held at full 
prices.

Detection of Mineral Oil in Fatty 
Oils. 


Benedikt’s process which consists in saponi- 
fying the oil with alcoholic potash, and adding 
ammonia to the solution, thus producing a 
turbidity if mineral oil be present, needs at- 
tention to be paid to his prescription, asa too 
weak alcohol fails to yield a clear solution, 
even with pure fatty oils; a large excess of 
ammonia, too, causes in any casea precipitate, 
the potash soap being thrown down. 

The author describes and recommends the 
following method :—A piece of cuustic potash 
the size of a pea is heated ina test tube with 
about 5c.c.of absolute alcohol until dissoly- 
ed; three or four drops of the suspected vil are 
then added, the heating continued for one 
minute and 3 or 4 c.c. of distilled water added. 
If the solution remain clear a fatty Oil only is 
present. Any little flocks of soap visible be- 


fore the addition of water dissolve afterwurds’

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One of the chief difficulties encountered at 
our American custom houses on the Mexican 
border is the rating or valuation of the lead in 
the ore. In the absence of a local market 
value for lead some ore shippers contend that 
cost at frontier should be regarded as equiva- 
lent to value. This rating, or substituting of 
cost for value, would not solve all the prob- 
lems, for many tons of ore have been export- 
ed to the United States for their la ,0r-fluxing 
possibilities,whose cost, excluding siver value, 
willexceed value of contained lead. 

An effort has been made to procure data 
showivg cost here at the frontier of a ton of 
averago silver lead ore, but without reliable 
results. Somewhat incomplete data would 
indicate that 144 cents per pound is the tmaxi- 
mum value for lead at the frontier. 

At present the Fagle Pass collector of cus- 
toms is instructed to bond doubtful ores to 
their ultimate destination, ‘The objection 
made by ore shippers that they cannot risk 
paying railroad freights in the United States 
over along haul on doubtful ores, that is to 
say, on ores the shippers are doubtful about, I 
attach no importance to, as shippers are not 
generally ignorant of the respective and rela- 
tive values of the silver and lead in their ores, 
Amore reasonable objection to bonding cars 
of ore to their destination in the United Statcs 
is the impossibility to keep each car’s con- 
tents separate and intact in cuses where ship- 
ment in the United States is part by rail and 
part by water. This is the case with the ore 
shipments to Newark. N. J.

Philadelphia Chemical Market. 
PHILADELPHIA, Nov, 4. 1889. 

Business so far as the English chemical mar- 
ket is concerned has assumed fair proportions 
during the week now closing. Prices continue 
firm and insome few exceptions a tendency 
to higher figures is noted. The _ ar- 
rivals have been limited and not 
sufficient to supply the wants. Carbo- 
nated soda ash, 48%, continues scarce and 
the demand active; nothing of any conse- 
quence is obtainable from first hands, either 
on epot or near arrival. Spot goods are held 
firmly at 145@1 55c, and considerable business 
is reported at figures within the range. Ship- 
ments are quoted at 145@150c. Fifty ei ht¢ 
is doing moderately well at the advanced fig- 
ures named in last report. Caustic soda ash 
484, is firm anda tendency to higher figures 
is noted. Spot goods are quoted at 
1 40@1 45c, and to arrive 1 35@1 45c is 
named. Shipments are held at 1 30@1 37i¢c, as 
to brand and quantity. Caustic soda remains 
unchanged; the firmness previously noted 
continues. Sixty per cent on spot is held at 
275h@2 8c, and to arrive and for shipments 
2 67144@2 7T0c is named, and possibly on firm 
offer lower figures might be accepted. Seve 
enty per cent is dull and prices unchanged, 
Seventy-four per cent is scarce, and on spot 
is held at 2 45@2 55c; shipments are quoted at 
240@2 50. Sal soda is in light stock, and 
from store can be bought at 1@1 10c. To ar- 
rive and fcr shipments 95@105c is asked, 
B M 48% is quoted on spot at 1 45@1 55c as to 
quantity, with light stocks todraw upon.

Sol- 
vay 36% is scarce and only obtaicable 
on spot from second hands who are naming 
140@1 50c; for delivery dur'nr tie nx, few 
weeks there is nothing offering. Future ship- 
ments are held at 1 25@135c. Bleaching pow- 
ders are quiet on spot with 18 @195c asked, 
and only a limited jobbing demand being sup- 
plied at figures within the range. Shipments 
are held at180@1 9c. Nitrate of soda is quo- 
ted at 215@2380c and to arrive 2@2 lc is 
named. Shipments are held at 185@1 We.

TUESDAY EVENING, Nov. 5, 1889. 

Although politics have interfered to a very 
limited extent with trade this fall, the general 
stoppage of commercial operations on elec- 
tion day has somewhat curtailed the volume 
of business in chemicals. The activity of de- 
mand for the heavy goods, however,continued 
unabated up to the close of business,and in 
other lines trade has been as satisfactory as 
could be expected under the circumstances. 
We find few changes to record, the market 
generally being firm. 

Heavy Chemicals. 

Carbonated soda ash 48% continues in de- 
mand, but there is very little stock obtainable 
on the spot or for delivery during this month, 
as nearly everything on the way is deliverable 
to copsumers on contracts made some time 
since. The bottle makers will start up soon, 
and the increased demand from that quar- 
ter, in connection with the  lim- 
ited supply, is expected to cause a 
further advance in prices. At present the 
market is very firm and nothing is procurable 
below 1 40c., while up to 1 50c. is demanded for 
small lots on the spot. For 58% there has of 
late been considerable demand owing to the 
great scartity of new process alkali and as 
stocks have been reduced to very small pro- 
portions dealers are firm in their views, de- 
manding 1 35@1 40c. as to quantity and posi- 
tion. 

Caustic soda ash has not yet felt the effect of 
the improvement in other lines, as there has 
been no appreciable increase in the demand. 
However, the scarcity of alkali is expected to 
induce paper makers to return to the use of 
this article, and a good demand and probably 
higher prices are expected in the near future, 
as supplies are small. The quoted range re- 
mains 1 20@1 27%c. as to quantity, brand and 
position. 

Alkali, 58%, is still advancing and is now held 
at a range of 1 40@1 50c. as to quantity, there 
being very little stock procurable in any posi- 
tion. For 48% holders ajso want 1 40@1 50c. 
and there is an active demand for it, but the 
extremely limited condition of supplies re- 
stricts business. 

Caustic soda is rather easier, particularly for 
forward delivery owing to more liberal offer- 
ings of stock from the other side. For ar- 
rival, steamers about due, there have been 
free sales of 70@74% within the week at 235@ 
237K%c, and these are now the general 
quotations for goods to arrive. On the 
spot the quoted orange is 2 35@2 40c. 
as to seller and quantity and some 
business has been done at these figures, For 
60% there is a good demand for future de- 
liveries and the market remains firm at 2.52% 
@2.57}4c as to quantity and position. 

Bleaching powder is in small compass and 
any increase in the demand would probably 
cause an advance. At present, however, 
buyers manifest little interest and prices are 
somewhat nominal. Stock on the spot is 
procurable at a rangeof 1.70@1.75c., as to size 
of order, and the same figures are named for 
goods to arrive, though possible a shade less 
would be accepted for forward shipment by 
some sellers, owing to the fact that the manu- 
facturers have recently increased their out- 
put, and will shortly have plenty of stock to 
offer. 


Acids. 

The manufacturers held their regular bi- 
monthly meeting on Wednesday at the Fulton 
Club, but the session, as far as can be learned, 
was notan extraordinary one, and the busi- 
ness transacted was routine, the question of 
permanent organization being duly consid- 
ered, but no plan adopted. Prices received 
little attention. 

Acetic acid has been moving into consump- 
tien to a moderate extent, but the business 
has transpired in the regular way, and prices 
are unchanged. 

Muriatic acid has been in moderate jobbing 
request at the association rates, with the 
market featureless and steady. 

Nitric acid has sold in a fair iobbing way, 
but no large parcels have moved and prices 
have been stationary at the stipulated rates. 

Oxalic acid—Dealers characterize the mar- 
ket as firm, with trading very fair for the sea- 
son, but transpiring without feature. 


Sulphuric Acid—'The demand has not been 
active, in fact there seems to have been a 
slight falling off in the volume of business and 
dealers have found no difficulty in satisfying 
the wants of buyers. Prices have ruled 
steady, being upheld in all instances. 

Tartaric acid has ruled without feature dur- 
ing the week, prices having been unaltered 
and trading has been of the ordinary jobbing 
description. 

Miscellaneous. 

Acetate of Lime—Makers are asking higher 
prices on contracts extending over next year, 
but the same figures are quoted and being ac- 
cepted ,for parcels for immediate delivery. 
The trading has been limited, many buyers 
having contracts for sufficient stock to carry 
them over the present year, and they will not 
supply further wants at the increased figures, 
preferring to wait and take chances on the 
future course of the market. 

Blue vitrio] has been offering at 5c in all 
quantities, but there are few buyers and 
the market has been quict during the week. 
No futures are apparent. 

Brimstone—The market is, if anything, a 
trifle easier than at the date of our last report, 
but no radical change has taken place. For 
shipment, we are quoted $19@20 for best un- 
mixed seconds as to shipment and position, 
while thirds are ruling at 50c below these 
figures. There has been some little trading, 
but no excessive movement, the sales having 
aggregated probably 2,000 tons. The spot 
stock is said to be light, and holders are ask- 
ing $1975. Thirds are also in limited supply, 
and quotations are at $19 25, with little busi- 
ness reported. 

Nitrate of Soda—We hear offers to supply 
stocks at 1 90@1 92\4c, and sales are given us of 
3,000 bags at these figures. There have been 
no new features of importance.

Ammonias, Potashes and Fert- 
lizing Chemicals. 

There have been no important changes 
since we last wrote, although the market is 
said to have a trifle better undertone,but there 
have been no special advances and trading has 
continued limited. The following have veen 
changed in price: Sulphate of ammonia, $3.10; 
Western blood, $2.20@$2,25, and Eastern, 
$2.10@$2.15. 

Muriate of Potash—There has been a fair 
amount of business, during the week, sales 
being given us of 100 tons to arrive at quota- 
tions, which are unchanged from those con- 
tained in our previous issue. 

Double Manure Salts—Have sold in small 
quantities at unchanged figures, while high 
grade sulphate of potash has been in moder- 
ate request, with prices identical with a week 
ago.

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The Lard Controversy. 

In regard to the late controversy on lard, 
the Lard Committee of the New York Pro- 
duce Exchange have replied to a leading firm 
in Berlin as follows : 

New York, Oct. 30, 1889. 

Your letter of September 13, addressed to 
the secretary of the New York Produce Ex- 
change, was 1eferred to the Lard Committee, 
who found the contents of such a nature that 
they deemed it advisable to request the lard 
inspectors to appear before them, that they 
might question them upon the various points 
named in your letter. They also had before 
them the shippers of the specific lots of lard 
named by you, viz., 350 tierces by steamer 
Gellert and 100 tierces per steamer Ems, which 
you say contained a number of tierces ofa 
dirty, yellow, malodorous substance. 


After carefully investigating the matter, 
the committee is able to report that the ship- 
pers and the inspector of the specific lots 
named claim the lard in question was exam- 
ined and every tierce inspected in the regular 
way before it left here. The inspector claims 
that no packages, such as you describe, would 
be allowed to pass on his certificate as choice 
lard, and expressed his willingness to make 
good any loss upon proof of the shipment 
containing such lard as described. We are also 
informed that the shippers and inspector in- 
terested in these lots had previously received 
acomplaint from you, and that they had 
written in reply, requesting that you should 
return some of the lard in the original pack- 
ages as shipped. From whut we can learn 
you not only failed to do this, but we have no 
evidence of your having had the lard inspect- 
ed by disinterested parties on your side. 
Had you complied with the request and 
taken the necessary steps to prove your as- 
sertion as to quality, we believe our rules are 
such that a claim for compensation would 
have been fairly met, and the inspector, if 
proven to be wrong, would have made himself 
liable to suspension or withdrawal of his li- 
cense, While our Exchange does not hold 
itself responsible for certificates issued by its 
lard inspectors, the Board of Managers are 
careful not to appoint any inspector except 
those whom the buyers and sellers recom- 
mend, In this way no one is appointed unless 
the members have confidence in their integ- 
rity and ability to perform the duties hon 
estly and in fairness to all concerned. 

We note that all Western steam lard pur- 
chased for the Continent is bought subject to 
being accompanied by a certificate that it is 
approved as choice quality by one of the 
properly appointed inspectors. This part of 
your letter hag received careful attention, for 
the reason that our lard rules only provide for 
one standard of quality, viz., that of “prime 
steam lard,” or what is generally termed 
“prime Western steam lar',” the quality of 
which the rules say shall be equal to that of 
lard made from the hog round, say head, gut, 

leaf and trimmings, in the proportion in 
which the same come from the hog, and shall 
be properly rendered as to color and suund- 
ness for keeping. For choice Western steam 
lard there is no prescribed standard in our 
rules, although it is a term recognized among 
dealers, and buyers will generally

selecting what they consider choice from the 
stocks of prime sperm lard that are offered 
forsale. In this way custom has established 
on this market the term “choice lard,” as ap- 
plied to something that is above the grade of 
prime steam and which shall contain nothing 
objectionable or doubtful as regards flavor 
and color. But while we attempt, as a com- 
mittee to describe what we consider the term 
“choice” means it must be admitted that in a 
great measure it is an imaginary line when we 
get above the ordinary standard of prime 
steam, aud what one inspector might consider 
choice another might think otherwise. Con- 
sidering that each buyer has the privilege of 
selecting one of the four regular inspectors 
to look after his interests and examine 
every tierce, it would seem to us that 
every reasonable safeguard is provided 
to insure the buyer getting what he 
has bought. Any carelessness on the part of 
the inspector would be easily discovered, be- 
cause his certificate accompanies each lot 
inspected. This fact makes each individual 
inspector responsible, as repeated complaints 
of errors or neglect would result in his cer- 
tificate being unsatisfactory to the buyers, 
and his application as an inspector would be 
worthless. 

In regard to the point as to whether or not 
the inspectors personally sce all the lard be, 
fore issuing their certificates, their reply is 
that in every instance they see all or part of 
everv lot, and every tierce not seen by them 
is seen by their deputy, for whom they hold 
themselves responsible. This committee does 
not wish to dictate as to how each individual 
shall conduct his business, but we think the 
present an opportune time to express our opin- 
ion that, if instead of discriminating too much 
against brands, the buyers would rely more 
upon inspectors’ certificates, their interests 
would be better served; for if these certifi- 
cates mean anything, they are a guarantee 
that the quality is right. If there is satisfac- 
tory evidence to the contrary, then the re- 
sponsibility is located at once. The policy of 
holding each inspector strictly responsible 
will tend more than anything else to prevent 
carelessness on their part. 


Inconcinsion, we respectfully ask that you 
send a copy of thisletter to each of your 
friends who signed your communication to 
us, and we sincerely hope that the inter- 
change of views will have a beneficial effect.

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Sulphur Mines and Trade of Sicily. 
REPORT BY CONSUL LAMANTIA, OF CATANIA. 

From a personal visit to a sulphur mine, 
and astoareport kindly furnished me bya 
competent engineer of many years’ experi- 
ence in mining, it seems that the most im- 
portant place in this district is the center of 
Sicily, in the neighborhood of Caltanissetta, 
where there are to be observed the best me- 
chanical progress, on account of the special 
school sustained there by the Italian Gov- 
ernment. 

The mine district in Sicily comprises the 
provinces of Catania, Caltanissetta, Girgenti, 
and the commune of Lercara, in the province 
of Palermo. There are in all five hundred and 
sixty-seven mines, one hundred end ninety- 
one of which are closed on account of being 
remote from the railway lines, and carrying 
the mineral on the back of mules or donkeys 
does not pay to work them. 

On the commercial point of view I may 
give some summary details on the working 
and on the method of smelting in use, whilst 
on the scientific point the matter has been 
splendidly treated by illustrious geologists ot 
Italy, Great Britain, Germany and France. 

The interior of a mine is carried with pillars 
and vaults (here commonly called “colonne 
pasture, and tetti”’), in the same manner asa 
coal mine. There you see the same galleries, 
the same portable underground rails, the 
game small wagons by means of which the 
rock (brimstone ore) is carried to the vertical 
of inclined shaft, and through this by means 
of steam engines is lifted up and piled on the 
open goil. 

The gallerics in the mines are sustained by 
pillars of rock superposed one upon the 
other, and there are galleries one under the 
other until the stratum is exhausted. When 
the mine has surpassed the depth of 40 meters 
water is generally found, and the hauling 
engine is used also for pumping. The air of 
the interior of a mine is generally impreg- 
nated with gases, often inflammable, and the 
first care in opening a new mune 1s in getting 
acurrent ot air. This is obtained by opening 
a second pit hole communicating with the 
first. Safety lamps have been introduced 
everywhere in order to prevent explosions. 

By a recent law every mine is to be super- 
vised by a mineralogical master (capomina- 
tore) in order to prevent disasters, and to bcld 
the fitters, owners, or contractors responsible 
for same, or for accidents happening to work- 
men when laboring. On the other side own- 
ers or fitters by means of a small premium 
paid to the “Cassa Nazionale sugli Infortuni” 
(National Insurance Bank) against accidents, 
happening to laborers, are able to stand such 
losses. 

In those mines where there are no engines 
the mineral 1s carried in bags by boys on stairs 
on the inclined shaft up to the open soil. 
When the engines are in use it is hoisted up 
yn wagons. 

The melting of brimstone is only allowed by 
the [talian Government from the 24th of June 
till the end of October, as the evaporating 
acids injure the grain fields. 


‘ne smelting process 18 very simple and 
takes place atthe mines. No machinery, no 
engineers are to be seen; the ore is simply put 
in kilns (calcaroni) of the capacity of from 100 
to 1,000 cubic meters, filled with lumps of ore 
and covered with earth,in order to prevent 
excessive evaporation. The mass is then 
lighted on the highest point of the inclined 
line of the bottom of the kiln. When flie has 
made a good progress in the kiln it is covered 
completely, and slow internal combustion 
commences, a good quantity of the 
mineral acting as fuel for heating and 
smelting the whole mass. In about 
five days a hole is made at the lowest point of 
the inclined bottom ofthe kiln, and the sul- 
phur flows out in a liquid state into small 
wooden forms of the capacity of about 65 ki- 
lograms, which are filled continuously one 
atter the other until the kiln has ceased to 
flow. The liquid brimstone is then kept for 
about three hours in the forms, just sufficient

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time for cooling and changing into a solid 
state. In cooling the sulphur contracts, and 
falls easily out of the forms. It is then 
ready to be sent to the nearest harbor for 
shipping, It is graded into seven different 
qualities, from the finest yellow to the dark- 
est brown, and denominated: Licata, first 
quality; best, second unmixed; good, second 
unmixed; current, second unmixed; best, 
third unmixed; good, third unmixed; cur- 
rent, third unmixed. When the ore is very 
rich steam is used instead of fuel, and differ- 
ent systems covered by patents are adopted. 
The work is paid by cubic measure of mineral 
(ore) brought out of the mine. The work in 
the mine is considered unwholesome; as proof 
thereof it is to be remarked that in those 
provinces of Sicily where mines are abundant 
the greatest number of young men are de- 
formed and unfit for military service. 


The number of workmen employed ina 
mine is, according to the importance of the 
same, from four to four hundred men and 
boys, working on an average eight hours and 
earning about 3 lire for men and 1% lira for 
boys (1 lira=19°3 cents). The miner with his 
small earning to support his family has to 
live very economically. Miners pay no per- 
sonal taxes except the commune tax, which is 
included in the price of victuals. Every mine 
has a gang of boys to carry the ore out of the 
mine where the work is not done by ma- 


chinery. 


In the last years the prices of sulphur have 


gone down sensibly, owing to the adoption of 
steam engines in the mines, to the opening of 
the railroads, which have reduced the cost of 
transportation to the harbors, once so costly 
because done by carts, mules and donkeys, 
and to the superabundance of production in 
comparison with consumption and export. 

I think prices will keep low for many years 
unless speculation on the markets should 
bring a fictitious rise of ashort duration. It 


is my belief that few if any countries can | 


compete in cheapness of hand labor with the 
Italian workmen, well known everywhere for 
their sobriety. 

The refinement of brimstone is made with 
different systems (patented), but on the same 
principle. Brimstone is put in retorts and 
through a small fire is evaporated and con- 
densed in cooling ovens. The grinding isdone 
in different ways—all kept secret—rolling, 
crushing, or vertical stone mills are used; but 
I should never advise American buyers to 
import ground brimstone, as very often it is 
adulterated with sundry stuffs, such as chalk, 
earth, strontia, etc.,and dyed with chromate 
of yellow. Many sulphur mines have been 
worked in Sicily by foreigners, but very few 
of these have succeeded in getting any profit. 

Sicilians work the mines yery economically, 
and only for large and rich mines steam en- 
gines are used, whilst foreigners begin always 
with many expenses without ascertaining the 
thickness and extent of the stratum. 


Owners very seldom sell their mines un- 
less at exorbitant prices. The general usage 
is to lease the mines to fitters (gabelloti), get- 
ting from 10 to 40 per cent. of the yields of 
brimstone during the the time of the lease, 
which runs from two to forty years. On the 
mines there is only one tax, the land tax. 
This is paid to the Government, not on the 
value of the over-soil,but on that of the under- 
soil, according to the value of the formed 
working mine. 

THE SULPHUR TRADE, 


As regards the sulphur trade in Sicily, it is 
proper to say that notwithstanding the fact 
that Cataniaif further from the sulphur dis- 
trict than Licata and Girgenti, yet her export 
trade is larger than the two named places con- 
sidering the difference in the number of mines 
located in the three provinces. 

The Catania export trade has gradually in- 
creased from 78,910 cantars in 1850 to nearly 
1,500,000 cantars annually during the last ten 
years as shown by the following table:

; should not be more than half full. 





To prevent its bursting, the heat must be 
gradually applied. For this purpose the flame 
of a Bunsen’s gas burner, or of a spirit lamp, 
must be moved to and fro underneath the re- 
tort. At firstsome water escapes from the 
fluid with a cracking noise. The oil usually 
commences to boil at above 200°. The ther- 
mometer rises quickly to 240°. 

The bulk of the oul distils over between 240° 
260°. At last, white vapors develop fh the re- 
tort, the thermometer rising at the same time 
from 280° to 290°. When this has taken place, 
the distillation should be discontinued; the 
residue is allowed to cool in the retort. and 
weighed with it. 

If the residue becomes hard and solid after 
cooling, the oil is to be considered adulterated 
and rejected. Genuine, non-adulterated oil 
also leaves a residue (up toabout 10 per cent.), 
but it hever becomes solid, and remains in a 
semi-fluid state even after having cooled com- 
pletely. 

The fractionating retort used must be prop- 
erly cleaned with hot spirit. With regard to 
the control to be exercised, the proposal made 
by a Hong Kong firm appears to us to be very 
practical. Its purport is to appoint, in con- 
junction with the other firms mostly inter 
ested in the export, a chemist entrusted with 
the examination of the oil in accordance with 
our system. The intention of testing each tin 
appears to be going slightly too far, and prob- 
ably it would besufficient to test one tin out 
of each case. 

Of great interest are the novelties which 
the firm received from a factory in the south

of Spain, which are purported to enter into 
competition with the industry carried on in 
the south of France. The extraction of wild 
grown plants forms one of the principal de- 
partments of this factory. The following are 
the oils prepared:— 

Oleum Aristolochie Subglaucse.—Distilled 
from the fresh, blooming shoots of A. sub- 
glauca, Lank. and Brot. (A. glauca Desf.). 
The quantity of oil obtained is very smal); the 
plant itself is pretty scarce, and the price of 
the oil accordingly high, 80 to 90 francs. It is 
used for promoting the menstrual flow. Odor 
unpleasant, like valerinn; unsuitable for per- 
fuming purposes. 

Oleum Artemisiz Barellieri.—The oil ob- 
tained from dried flower clusters and fresh 
slender shoots might, perhaps, be used asa 
substitute of real artemisia oil. In the part 
of the country where the oil is prepared it 
forms a very popular remedy used as a seda- 
tive in cases of colic, also lead lolic, and hys- 
teric and epileptic fits, apparently with much 
success, 

The specific gravity was found to be 0°923 
at 15° C. The boiling point lays between 180° 
and 210°. 

The odor, pleasant and strongly aromatic 
reminds one of tanacetum. 


Oleum Artemisiz Hispanise.—Distilled from 
the fresh shoots of Artemisice  hispanica 
Lanck., which is somewhat less frequent than 
Artemisice barellieri, Boiss (Absinth tennifol. 
Barrel) would,however, yield a greater amount 
of oil. Both species are said to be also used in 
the preparation ef the Algerian absinth. The 
popular retributes of the plant is a sedative 
effect on the genital functions. 

The oil will hardly come into practical use. 
Its odor is not very nice; reminds one of wild 
foniculum, 

Oleum Cisti Ladaniferi.—Obtained from the 
leaves of the cistiochan. The infusion is used 
in cases of rheumatism, syphilis, diseases of 
the respiratory organs; infact, for all imag- 
inable kinds of complaints. 

The oil possesses a specific gravity of 0°925 
at 15°C. It boils between 165° and 250° under 
partial decomposition, and is productive of a 
strong acetic acid-like odor. 

The odor is unpleasantly narcotic and be- 
numbing. The Spanish laudanum is said to 
be prepared by boilin,; the shoots. 

Oleum Helichrysi Stocchadis. — Obtained 
fromthe blooming plant. Used in bladder and 
kidney complaints. 

Three quarters of the oil boil at 155° to 170°, 
the other quarter between 170° and 260°. The 
specific gravity of 15° is 0°873. 

The oil similar to inferior conifera destil- 
lates. It probably contains much pinen. 
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New Chemical Processes. 
NITROUS VITRIOL, AND ITS PURIFICATION, 


At the Pharmaceutical Conference just 
recently held at Newcastle-on-Tyne, J. Pattin- 
son read a paper upon the above subject. He 
had observed that when nitrous vitriol is em- 
ployed to generate carbonic acid for charging 
winger ale, the beverage obtained was more or 
less turbid. J. Pattinson found that the 
amount of nitrous compounds required to 
cause this turbidity was almost infinitesimal, 
0°026 per cent. of N,V; in the objectionable 
vitriol being sufficient to give rise to turbid- 
ity, whilst with the pure article a perfectly 
clear ginger ale resulted. Naylor pointed out 
that the pungency of the ginger essence, as 
well as that of the capsicin, were destroyed by 
the nitrous compound. T.H. Williams had 
also experienced the same troubles, but he 
added that, though ginger essence lost pun- 
gency and flavur, he had observed a similar 
offect on all kinds of strated waters, and he 
found it was due to the nitrous fumes carri2d 
over in the carbonic acid gas, He had reme- 
died this defect by passing the carbonic acid 
gas through a scrubber down which an alka- 
line solution of permanganate of potassium 
was allowed to trickle. The effect was all that 
could be desired. Pattinson proposed as a 
remedy to heat the vitriol with a little ammo- 
nium sulphate, which entirely destroys 
nitrous compounds. The presence or absence 
of these compounds can then be ascertained 
by adding a drop or two of permanganate to 
20 cc. of the oil of vitriol, to which water is 
then added. If free from nitrous compounds, 
the pink color is retained. The diphenyla- 
mine reaction might also be applied, and is 
still more delicate. 


OBTAINING CHLORINE FROM HYDROCHLORIC 
ACID OR CHLORIDES. 

Manganese chloride (obtained by acting up- 
on manganese peroxide with hydrochloric 
acid for the production of chlorine) is heated 
with sulphuric acid and a further quantity of 
Manganese peroxide. The whole, or nearly 
the whole, of the chlorine is obtained in the 
free state, sulphate of manganese being form- 
ed at thesametime. This latter is dissolved 
in water and treated with carbonate of man- 
ganese is separated, and converted into per- 
oxide by any suitable means; the sulphate of 
ammonia is recovered by concentration and 
fishing in the usial way. Three modifications 
of the process are described. 

MANUFACTURE OF PERMANGANATES AND 

CHLORATES. 

A solution of manganate of soda which has 
been treated with chlorine, as described in 
Eng. pat. 8,217 of 1887, and which contaius so- 
dium chloride and chlorate, as well as per- 
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manganate, is evaporated to about 90° Tw. 
During this process about two-thirds of the 
chloride present separates out and is removed 
by fishing. Potassium chloride is now added, 
in quantity rather less than sufficient to con- 
vert allthe sodium permanganate into the 
potassium salt, and the solution, standing at 
about 80° Tw., is allowed to cool. The bulk 
of the permanganate erystallizes out, and a 
second crop of crystals may be obtained by a 
further concentration to 130°, with occasional 
removal of sodium chloride by fishing. The 
strong mother-liquor is freed from the remain- 
ing emall quantity of manganese in solution 
by treatment with sulphuretted hydrogen or 
asoluble sulphide, after which it contains 
only the chlorate and chloride of sodium in 
about equivalent proportions. Further con- 
centration to 100°—120° Tw., and fishing, re- 
moves a portion of the sodium chloride; the 
settled liquor deposits on cooling chlorate of 
soda of greatpurity. If chlorate of potash 
be required, the necessary amount of potas- 
sium chloride should be previously added. 


TREATMENT OF SULPHURETTED HYDROGEN TO 
OBTAIN SULPHUR. 


Sulphuretted hydrogen is intimately mixed 
with a volume of air just sufficient for the 
combustion ot its hydrogen, and then caused 
to pass through a number of perforated 
blocks preferably built up of spiral-shaped 
Pieces of earthenware or metal similar to 
those employed in the regenerator of the Har- 
greaves thermo-motor. These blocks are 
preferably placed one behind the otherina 
closed chamber, the intervening spaces being 
occupied by gauze-like material, to prevent 
the return of the flame. This end is better at- 
tained by making one of the blocks of metal, 
and keeping it cool by circulation of water. 
After passing the blocks the gaseous mixture 
is injected ata tangent into a tubular-shaped 
combustion chamber, made solong as to avoid 
sudden cooling before complete decomposi- 
tion of the sulphuretted hydrogen. In order 
to recover as free sulphur any sulphur oxi- 
dized during the decomposition, the residual 
gases are passed through the solution of some 
suitable chloride, or they are scrubbed in any 
ordinary method for the recovery of the sul- 
phar acide, and these, when concentrated, are 
injected into the hot end of the combustion 
chamber. 


MANUFACTURE OF NITRATE OF AMMONTA. 


It is proposed to produce solid nitrate of 
ammonium by bringing together.nitric acid 
vaporand ammonia gas in a suitable mixing 
chamber, or by spraying liqu'd nitric acid into 
a chamber into which a current of ammonia 
gas is caused to flow. In the first case the 
nitrate is obtained as a fine powder; in the 
second asa supersaturated solution, solidify- 
ing on cooling. Care must be taken that the 
heat of combination be not allowed to raise 
the temperature in the mixing chamber above 
120° C. 

CHLORIDE OF ALUMINIUM. 


Soda or potash alum is dried, powdered, and 
intimately mixed with enough sodium or po- 
tassium chloride to convert the aluminium 
of the alum into aluminium chloride and to 
form with the same adouble chloride. When 
the mixture is fused ata red heat the double 
chloride sublimes, leaving potassium or s0- 
dium sulphate behind in the retort or cru- 
cible. 

MANUFACTURE OF SODA ALUM. 


Solutions of sulphate of soda and sulphate 
of alumina when mixed together in the proper 
proportions cannot well be evaporated in the 
ordinary way to the density necessary for 
crystallization without employing a tempera- 
ture of at least 70°—80° C.,and the soda alum 
solution when heated to this degree is ren- 
dered incapable of crystallizing. The invent- 
or obviates this difficulty by conducting the 
evaporation under reduced pressure, and ob- 
tains the required specific gravity (1°38 to 
1°46) at atemperature of about 48° C,—in no 
case exceeding 60° C.

REPORT BY U. 8. CONSUL REIMER. 


Manganese.—The manganese mines now 
owned bythe Empire Manganese Company 
have, during the fiscal year just ended, not 
shipped the quantity of ore they proposed to 
ship. This is owing to the change of adminis- 
tration of the company and a good many set 
backs they have received, partly caused by 
the weather, which for a long time rendered 
theroads impassable for ox carts, and partly 
by the want of proper terminal facilities and 
docks here. These circumstances have in- 
creased the cost of the ore at the seaboard 
here considerably. 


Liquid Asphaltum.—An article which de- 
serves special mention in this report is the 
liquid asphaltum, five hogsheads ot which 
were sent to New York as samples for analy- 
sis. Enormous deposits of asphaltum have 
been discovered near Puerto Padre on the 
north coast of this island and within easy dis- 
tance from the port.of Puerto Padre. The 
samples have,I am told, proved to be excel- 
lent, and already an offer has been made to the 
owner of the properties, which offer was not 
accepted. I have visited these deposits and 
can testify as to their extent.

The general market for dyes and dye stuffs 
has been absolutely without feature during the 
week under review, and trading has been of 
small proportions, probably due in great part 
to the fact of its being the closing week of 
the month,a time when consumers are occu- 
pied with their books and simply supply their 
actual requirements. No important altera- 
tions have been effected in prices. 

Aniline colors have gone into consumption 
inthe custumary manner, but asin previous 
weeks, the market has been anything but ac- 
tive and prices are unchanged. 

Alizarine—The market has not steadied, 
offers still being made to supply parcels 
at low figures; these offers, however, have 
not stimulated trading to any extent, the 
business still being of small jobbing propor- 
tions. No features are apparent. 

Albumen.—A firm tone has predominated 
in the market for both blood and egg and 
dealers report some good sales at full prices. 
The business has transpired in the regular way, 
however, and has excited no special comment. 
Previous figures are quoted. 

Bichromate of potash has been in moderate 

jobbing demand, at previous rates, but there 
has been absolutely nothing to disturb the 
market, and no alteration in the asking rates 
have been made. Bichromate of soda has 
been in quiet request at unchanged figures. 


Cochineal—The wants of buyers have con- 
tinued moderate, and but little business has 
transpired since our last writing. Values are 
unaltered and the market has ruled feature- 
less. 

Cutch—The market continues weak, with 
prices in buyers’ favor, and from present in- 
dications, there is little to encou~age holders. 
It is said that with what is now here and to ar- 
rive before January 1, the stock will be 33.000 
bags, and it is also reported that sales have 
been consummated during the week at 4%c, 
60 days. There seems a disposition in some 
quarter to try and strengthen the market, 
but, as yet, but little success appears to have 
crowned their efforts. It is a popular move 
however, and the future will demonstrate 
what backing the projectors have. We are 
given sales of 500 bags Diamond SM. 


Divi divi—The market for this article con- 
tinues inanimate, but little trading having 
been accomplisbed during the week. Prices 
have been stationary, there being no incen- 
tive to alter them, in theabsence of any de- 
mand. 

Dyewoods—The week has developed noth- 
ing of a startling nature in the market for 
stickwood. The stock on dock,is now estimated 
at some 2.100 tons, consisting of good qual.ties 
St. Marc, Cape Hayti and Fort Liberte wood, 
the balance of the Port de Paix being said to 
have been pretty well culled. During the 
week there have been sales of 200 tons St Mare 
from dock at $30, while the supplies per the 
Maggie Abbott and Sif which arrived 
since our last, came on contract. The mar- 
ket has not quotably changed and: there is 

: little of fresh interest to note. Trading in 
extracts has flattened out somewhat and 
dealers have hai an abundance of time to 
think over the present condition of the mar- 
ket, which would seem to be far from satis- 
factory. 

Gambier—The market continues to ease up 
under good supplies and prices show a slight 
decline from last week. A fair demand has 
prevailed and we get sales of 100 tons in lots, 
at 644@7c. There have been few features of 
interest.

Prices show no 
change. Madras and Manillas continue to sell 
in jobbing lots at former figures. We are in- 
debted to Messrs. Howe, Balch & Co. for the 
following, dated Boston, October 31, 1889: 
“ Our Calcutta house advise us by cable that 
the annval indigo auction sales will begin 
November 14. The latest estimate of the crop 
is 138,000 maunds, against actual outturn last 
season Of 131,750 maunds.” 


Nutgalls—Aleppo galls have ruled without 
feature, selling ina moderate jobbing way at 
former rates. China galls have continued quiet 
but firm, and dealers assert that they cannot 
recollect when the market has been so inani- 
mate forsolongatime, It is said that offers 
have been cabled by several parties in this 
city for supplies. but no responses have been 
received, which would seem to indicate that 
foreign holders are exceedingly stiff in their 
views, 

Prussiate of Potash—No change in the situ- 
ation of affairs can be noted. Parcels have 
gone into consumption in the regular way, 
and at former prices, while no features are 
apparent. 

Starch—Dealers characterize the trading as 
fairly satisfactory, but in some instances 
prices are considered low. Potato is ruling 
firm, with no changes reported in quotations, 
however. 

Sumac—Sicily would seem to have strength- 
ened a trifle, owing to reports from abroad in 
reference to the amount of stock at tbe dis- 
tributing points. To arrive,the quotations 
are $6250 and spot parcels are held at $65. 
There has been a fair jobbing trade transpir- 
ing, but the market is not particularly inter- 
esting at the moment. No material change in 
the position of the market for Virginia can be 
noted. There has been no augmentation to the 
stock, while the demand continues of moder- 
ate proportions, 

Tin crystals have sold in the usual quantities 
tor the season, with prices unaltered and the 
market devoid of features.

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“The Origin of False Senega Root. 
BY JOHN M. MAISCH, 


When in 1876 Mr. William Saunders called 
attention to a suspicious senega root, which 
afterwards became known as white and f:lse 
senega, I stated my belief, that it came from 
a species of Polygala, though not from Pol. 
senega. It disappeared from our market 
shortly afterwards, but through the aid of the 
late W. H. Crawford I had been enabled to 
trace it to the neighborhood of Spring- 
field, Mo., where it was said to have 
been collected. All subsequent efforts to 
ascertain the locality of collection, or to 
procure a living plant with root attached 
proved of no avail, though from time to time 
the same rvot was met with in commerce. In 
1881, on receiving from Dr. J. H. Gunn, of Al- 
abama, a specimen of Polygala Boykinii, 
Nuttall, I regarded it as the parent plant of 
the false senega, notwithstanding most of the 
latter roots were larger in dimensions than the 
root of the plant received. 

The white senega, examined mivroscopically 
by Thos. Greenish, was believed by him to be 
a true senega, but Geo. Goebel pointed out 
some striking structural and chemical differ- 
ences. 

That this white keel-less root is derived from 
Polygala senega has been maintained by

many dealers, and this belief has doubtless 
been strengthened by papers on commercial 
senega by J. U. and C. G. Lloyd, who have 
made «a special study of the indige- 
nous medicinal plants. They describe the 
different commercial varieties of (southern 
or western, and northern) senega, all of which 
are stated to come from the typical form and 
several varieties of Pol. senega. In one of 
these papers (1881) it is stated that “Polygala 
Boykinii is the only native species that, to 
our knowledge, approaches in size the Pol. 
senega,”’ and in the other (1889) that “con- 
tinued inquiries regarding the root of Pol. 
Boykinii have led to completely negative re- 
sults; not asingle commercial lot of senega 
from the southern states contained that 
root.” Professor Charles Mohr, of Mobile, 
who is well acquainted with the flora of the 
Southern states, has shown that the distribu- 
tion of the two species is such that an acci- 
dental intermixture of the two roots is im- 
possible, and that the root of P. Boykinii can- 
not be collected in such a quantity and at 
a price as to become an article of commerce. 

While it 1s possible that white or false 
senega may occasionally be found as an ad- 
mixture of officinal senega, I cannot make 
such a statement from persoual observation, 
but have not doubted the difference in the 
botanical origin of the two roots, as I had 
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occasion to state quite recently. The papers 
just quoted seem to render untenable my be- 
lief in the origin of the false root from P. 
Boykinii, but I am pleased to be able now to 
definitely identify the species yielding it. 
Quite recently, a firm sent me a plant, which 
on examination seemed to be Polygala a!ba, 
Nuttall; the root to which the numerous 
stems are attached is fully four inches in 
length and, beneath the crown, one-fourth 
inch in diameter. On comparing it with a 
number of specimens in several herbaria, the 
roots of the latter, when present, were found 
to be considerably smaller, more slender and 
less branched. The resemblance of the speci- 
men to senega root, notwithstanding the 


absence of the keel, suggested the plant possi- | 


bly to be a variety of the latter species with 
linear leaves; but the narrow-leaved speci- 
mens of true senega were observed to differ 
essentially in the root, leaves and flowers. 
Not having the means to remove every doubt, 
it was deemed advisable to consult some of 
the best judges of the fiora of the western 
states. 

In one of the letters the firm wrote as fol- 
lows: “The shipper informs us that it is gath- 
ered in Kansas and that a few bales every 
year have passed through his hands to dealers 
and manufacturers, and that there had never 
before been any question as to its being Poly- 
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gala senega until we retused it.” 

In regard to the specimen plant, Professor 
Sereno Watson writes: “The Polygala sent 
must be P. alba, the root of which varies con- 
siderably in its character.” Professor Thomas 
C. Porter writes: ‘The Kansas Polygala has al) 
the characters of P. alba, Nuttall. In the 
specimens of our herbarium, from a number 
of widely different stations, some have roots 
fully as large asthat. of yours. The species 
is somewhat variable and includes P. Bey- 
richii, T. & G.” 

The original description of the plant as 
given by Nuttall in 1818, is as follows: P. alba. 
Perennial; flowers cristate; stem simple; leaves 
alternate, linear, revolute on the margin; 
flowers racemosely spiked; spike long pedun- 
culate, bracts deciduous; wings of the calyx 
rounded, about the the length of the corolla. 
Habital.: On the plains of the Missouri, 
common, and the only species of the genus in 
the upper part of Louisiana. Obs.: A small 
plant scarcely more than six inches high, con- 
siderably allied to P. senega, but more than a 
variety, as it has been considered by Mr. 
Pursh; leaves smooth and narrow; flowers and 
calyx white, nearly sessile; bracts lanceolate. 

Some additional characters, giving also 
some of the variatio.s of the plant, are copied 
from other works, namely: 

Stems several from a somewhat woody root 
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erect or ascending, at length branched above; 
leaves linear, narrowed toward the base, acute 
or the lower ones obtuse. Stem \% tol foot 
high. Spikes, 1 to 3 inches long.—Chapman, 
“Flora of the Southern United States.” 

Leaves linear to oblanceolate, sessile or 
barely petioled, margins slightly revolute; 
stem leafy half way to the summit; flowers 
deciduous, leaving the rachis roughened after 
their fall.—Rothrock, “Geographical Survey 
West of the 100th Meridian; VI, Botany. 

The lower leaves are often distinctly ver- 
ticillate—Sereno Watson, “Procs. Amer, 
Acad, of Arts and Sciences,” XVII 1882), 
p. 325. 

It will be observed that Pursh regarded the 
plant merely as acoriety of P. senega, and 
that Nuttall, in 1818, pointed out its near rela“ 
tion to the latter species. Twenty years later, 
Torrey and Gray stated: “We have not seen 
this plant, but suspect it is a variety of P- 
senega.” Since the resemblance extends also 
to the root,the latter was most likely originally 
collected in good faith and sold as senega; and 
after the difference between the two roots had 
been pointed out, the opinion as to identity 
was probably adhered to without showing the 
plant to a botanist. 

I append bere the diagnostical characters of 
Polygala. Beyrichii as given by Torrey and 

- Gray,and which are in part included in some 
of the ( uotations above:Spike, dense, acute, 
flowers on very short pedicels; wings orbicular- 
obovate, concave, rather ionger than the 
broadly obovate laterals petals; capsule ob- 
long; seed very villous with appressed hairs; 
lobes of the caruncle distant, about half as 
long as the seed; stems numerous, somewhat 
branched, leaves linear or linear-spatulate, 
somewhat glandular. 


Regarding the distribution of this species, 
Nuttall states that it ig common “on the 
plains of the Missouri” and “in the upper 
part of Louisiana.” Nuttall had explored 
the country along the Missouri rizer in 1810, 
when the territory of Louisiana extended 
northward to the British possessions. From 
these nothern plains the species extends 
southward to Texas, and into Mexico. Koth- 
rock's specimens were collected in Arizona ut 
an altitude of over 7,000 feet, and Watson's re- 
marks quoted above refer to plants coming 
from several Mexican states, 


It is but natural to.expect considerable 
variation in a plant indigenous to sucha large 
portion of the North American continent, 
and that these variations should apply not 
ouly to the size and shape of the stem and 
leaves, but likewise to the underground por- 
tion. Many of the Mexican plants in her- 
baria agree very well (root excepted) with the 
Kansas plant in my possession which has oc- 
casioned the present investigation; still other 
Mexican plants have been observed as Pol. 
alba, in which the inflorescence was decidedly 
thicker, more conical and less acute than in 
the other forms from Texas and farther 
north. 

A sample of this false senega root from 
Kansas is of the same handsome light color as 
the false senega of 1876, and agrees in all es- 
sential characters with the false senega root 
seen since then, except that some of these 
samples are somewhat darker in color; but I 
have never seen it asdeep brown in shade as 
the much larger northern senega, which has 
been in commerce for about ten years or mure. 
The following description of the sample be- 
fore me applies, therefore, with the variation 
mentioned, to all the samples seen during the 
past thirteen years. 


“Commercial false senega consists of but little 
broken roots, the total length of which varies 
between four and six inches. The head has a 
close resemblance to that found in senega 
root, is about five-eighths inch, sometimes 
an inch in thickness, and bears above 
a large number of stem remnants. Ben- 
eath the head the root is suddenly 
contracted to the thickness of about one- 
fourth inch; a few small roots may usually 
be picked out, scarcely one-eighth inch in 
thickness, while some larger roots are three- 
eighths, or rarely one-half, inch thick. The 
color is pale brownish-yellow, much lighter 
than all other officinal roots, the white ones 
excepted; since the interior of the root, both 
bark and meditullium, is of a nearly white 
color, it is obvious that in bulk the color of 
false senega root must have a still lighter tint, 
approaching to white, in proportion to the 
abrasioa of the outer layer. Older roots, 
particularly near the head, have a thin layer 
of cork of about the same shade of brown as 
gentian. The main root is nearly straight, 
and the six or eight thinner branches are 
descending or curved downwards, while true 
senega very frequently divides into almost 
horizontally spreading branches. The kee) is 
absent; slight indications of it are very rarely 
observed, and only in the thickest roots, near 
the head; but even here the transverse action 
of the wood hasa circular outline the same asin 
every other part of the root and its branches, A 
similar regularity, regarding the cylindrical 
shape of the meditulium, has not been ob- 
served by me inthe much thicker roots of 
northern senega; and that the typical form of 
senega has a cylindrical wood only in the part 
immediately below the head is wellknown. I 
may also mention that I have found the medi- 
tullium of the false senega, after freeing it 
completely from the bark, to be entirely 
tasteless, while the same portion of the north-

aware that she is making oleomargarine, and 
infringing the law.

These various compounds, which now pass 
legally as oleomargatrine, find their way from 
small country dairies to village shopkeepers, 
who take them in exchange for groceries, and 
so soon as they have accumulated two or 
three barrels of this stuff they despatch it to 
the large cities and place it on the market 
where it is readily disposed of for cooking. 
It is said that in the Western States this stuff 
undergoes some peculiar process of manipu- 


ern senega has a gradually developed de- 
cidedly acrid taste. 

The small roots in the sample agree well 
with P. Boykinii; but this species not growing 
in Kansas cannot be present in the sample 
under consideration. A histological investi- 
gation of the material on hand is contem- 
plated, and it is hoped may reveal differences 
in addition to the microscopical characters 
pointed out. Not having seen southern 
senega, of which Prof. Lioyd has handled 
some bales, and which was of excellent 
quality, but without any observable keel (loc. 
cit., p. 88), I cannot say. whetber or not it was 
identical with the false senega; but it should 
be noted that thus far the latter is not known 
to come from a southern state; the only two 
localities as yet ascertained, have been pointed 
out by me, viz.: southwestern Missouriand 
Kansas.—Am.

name, an oil pressed from cotton seed. The 
crude oil is of a red or even darker color. It 
is refined by agitating crude oil with caustic 
soda, or, by another process, it is boiled with } 
a solution of bleaching powder and subse- 


lation, and is turned into what is called “Jadle- 
packed butter.” 

In these Eastern States, however, the man- 
ipulation of this class of so-called butter, 
even with the aid of chemicals, has not 
as yet proved a financial success. It was no 
doubt in referring to this so-called “ ladle- 
packed butter” that the president of an 
agricultural college in the West, addressing 
an association of dairy farmers, described in 
the picturesque and figurative language 
of the country as “a butter 40 per cent 
below zero for badness, of a grizzly, white, 
brindled, streaked, cheesy sort, old enough to 
vote, and strong enongh to stand alone under 
the influence of ice, and which had a flavor of 
its own, which it generously imparted to 
everything which it touched. To mention 
oleomargarine with so-call bakers’ butter was, 
he said, an insult to the dead animal which 
furnishes the fat from which the oleomargar- 
ine is made.”’ Yet there is plenty of this class 
of butter in every large city. 


“*Ladle-packed butter’ is, in the Eastern 
States, presumably genuine butter which bas 
been collected in small parcels from different 
farmers along a collector’s route. At the 
end of his journey the collector mixes the 
different parcels together, gives it a uniform 
color, and then packs it away in tubs, which 
are despatched to the commission merchant. 

No doubt the packer mixes a small per- 
centage of oleomargarine with his purchases, 
perhaps 10 per cent,though if detected he will 
most probably assure you that it got in acci- 
dentally at some farmhouse on his route. 

If, however, sworn evidence is worth any- 
thing, there is little “ ladle-packed butter” 
sold in the market in this State which does not 
contain about 10 per cent of foreign fat, 
whether cotton seed vil, or tallow, or stearine, 
or real oleomargarine. 


In place of the old-fashioned churn, which 
is rapidly disappearing, the modern ‘“cream- 
ery” is being everywhere established. 


These creameries are. in other words, co- 
operative dairies where, instead of the anti- 
quated methods, steam supplies the place of 
manual labor, and economy of manufacture 
is the prevailing charrcteristic, combined 
with care, cleanliness and dividends. 

The number of these creameries is already 
very great, and is daily increasing. 

It is to them that the trade look tor their 
supply of table butter, and the general ver- 
dict is that they produce a good article. 

The adulteration of lard has assumed such 
huge proportions as to call for aspecial act of 
Congress in order to protect the legitimate 
manufacturer and trader. 

The new legislation assumes to have been 
based on sanitary grounds, but the real issue 
is the commercial injury done to the bona 
fide trader through wholesale adulteration. 
And no doubt it was high time that legal pro- 
tection should have been extended to the 
latter. 

It is stated that in this city a foreign shipper 
of lard, whose transactions formerly 
amounted to about $90,000 monthly, has been 
obliged to give up the business, being 
unable to compete with the adulterated 
article, whose market value only depends 
on the skill of the manipulator and the cred- 
ulity or financial resources of the purchaser. 

About seven-eighths of the lard exported 
from the United States is termed “ Western 
refined lard,” or “compound lard,” or “ prime 
steam lard,” and appears, according to the 
evidence laid before a committee of the United 
States Senate, to be compounded in the fol- 
lowing manner. It was stated that the “pack- 
ers went on until they began to put in the 
who'e hog; head, trimmings, offal, everything 
went in, making one ‘straight brand,’ known 
as ‘steam lard.’ Now the great packing houses 
in the West do not waste their time in clean- 
ing the offal and paunch; they just throw 
everything into the tank—entrails, heads, feet, 
and all.” 

The lard tank in a packing house is to-day a 
sort of receptacle for everything in the shape 
of grease on the establishment. 


There is no longer any such article as No. 1 
lard; everything goes in and it all forms 
‘* prime steam lard.” For such lard, of course 
this purpose it is, when received from the 


packers, put into a large tank and open steam 
turned on and the contents of the tank boiled

quently agitated with sulphuric acid. The 
refined cotton seed oil is of a pale straw color 
or almost white. 

It does duty all over the United States as 
salad oil and often as genuine olive oil; it is 
an extremely convenient product for the 
adulteration of butter, cheese and lard, and is 
largely used for such purposes. Of course it 
is cheaper than any of the products with 
which it is combined, otherwise it is safe to 
say that valuable as may be its qualities as a 
food product it would never be used as an 
adulterant.

Manufacture of Oxygen for Industrial 
Uses. 

Continuous progress in discovery and in- 
vention is still the order of the day. Liquid car- 
bonic acid is now used asa motor in industries 
needing only small motive power. It would 
seem as if oxygen wus about entering on the 
same path. Boussingault gave a method, in 
1850, for the manufacture of oxygen, and this 
in a modified form excited great attention in 
the London exhibition of inventions in 1855, 

The disvovery is based on the peculiar prop- 
erty possessed by baryta (oxide of barium) of 
absorbing oxygen and emitting this gas again 
ata higher temperature. Atmospheric air is 
used in the manufacture of oxygen, which is 
made to pass through a vessel containing 
quicklime, so as to free it from carbonic acid 
and humidity. Theair is then pressed in a 
series of wrought iron retorts, which are 
filled with pieces of caustic baryta. 

Pure nitrogen then escapes from the last 
retort. The retortsare next heated to a high- 
er temperature {and the liberated oxygen is 
pumped intoa receiver. Nitrogen forms a 
subsidiary product of the manufacture, and 
by its transformation, into ammoniacal salts 
makes the process more profitable. 

The fact that the baryta had to be renewed 
every twenty-four hours always stood in the 
way of the process being made commercially 
valuable. All of these difficulties would now 
seem to have been overcome, and oxygen is 
now being delivered in steel cylinders in Lon- 
don and Paris. 

If this puré oxygen is cheap in price it will 
be used for many purposes, medicinal, &c., 
and as oxygen isalready of great importance 
in various bleaching processes we may look to 
furthur improvements in this line, while at 
the same time many works and processes will 
be rendered less dangerous. Inthe metal in- 
dustries cheap oxygen will bring about incal- 
culable changes by its aid in producing the 
highest temperature.—Glaser’s Annelen,

Opium in Manchooria, China. 


One of the great crops of Manchooria, and 
one which is increasing in importance, is 
poppy. The cultivation of this plant, while 
covering enormous areas in other parts of 
China, has nowhere more rapidly increased 
than here. In 1864 a Chinese customs report 
showed that in the preceding year (1863) no na- 
tive-grown opium had been used in Man- 
chooria. That used was all foreign. There 
was in that year no opium exported, and the 
Commissioner of Customs expressed the opin- 
ion that native opium could not compete 
with foreign. In 1887, twenty-three years 
later, a customs report showed that opium 
was extensively cultivated all over 
Manchooria. The output was estimated 
at 1,066,400 pounds, and so popular had 
it become that no other opium was 
longer sold there. The excess over consump- 
tion in districts where produced is smuggled 
to other parts of China, where its excellent 


quality gives it ready sale. 
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Recovery of Tar and Ammonia in the 


Manufacture of Coke. 


Great progress has been made in plant for 
condensing the tar and ammonia formed in 
the manusacture of coke, and it has been 
found that by condensing it the quality of 
the coke has not deteriorated. The improved 
ovens have proved excellent, and bee-hive 
ovens have also been used. In the water con- 
densers not only the fluid tar but also much 
viscid tar is deposited, so it is advisable to 
make use first of air condensers which consist 
of large chambers with sheet-metal partions 
between which the gases have to travel zig- 
zag, and thus deposit most of the farand coal 
dust. After leaving the water-condensers the 
gases are passed through washers to remove 
the remainder of the tarry products. Since 
only 12 to 14 per cent. of the nitrogen in the 
coal are converted into ammonia, numerous 
attempts have been made to increase the 
yield. It has been proved in practice that in- 
stead of being diminished, as hitherto sup- 
posed, the yield is increased by employing a 
higher temperature, and the introduction of 
hydrogen into the coke ovens still further in- 
crease the yield. As hydrogen is too expen- 
sive, dissociation of water in the ovens has 
been tried, but the loss of roke in consequence 
is too great. The use of lime is also unsatis- 
factory, as the quality of the coke is doterior- 
ated. 

A greater yield of tar can be obtained by 
keeping the upper part of the ovens cool, but 
its quality is deteriorated owing to the de- 
crease in the light oils. The tar is sent away 
for distillation, but the ammonia liquors are 
almost always worked up at the coke factor. 
ies, generally into ammonium sulphate,—Jour.
